PREFACE. 


E that endeavours to give an Account of 
H ſo many mens behaviour as muſt needs 

be concerned in three Active Campaigns, 
is ſure to want neither Envy, nor Detraction; 
ſome finding fault with one thing, and ſome with 
another; ſo that it is impoſſible to expect or 
hope for the pleaſing of all Parties; not indeed 
is it fit to endeavour it: The Repurations of men 
however are tender things, and therefore eve 
vprudent man, when he has occaſion to touc 
them, will be careful to do it very nicely. And yet 
it happens often to thoſe that write, that either 
through heedleſneſs they diſoblige ſome that do 
not deſerve it; or out * raſhneſs provoke others 
that may make them repent it; in which Caſes 
there ſometimes needs an excuſe for Offences gi- 
ven, even where they never were intended. 
; Thoſe, and a great many other Conſiderations, 
have not frighted me from medling with a Sub- 
je, wherein not a few of the moſt eminent Per- 
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ſons of our Age have born a part; and the ra- 
ther, becauſe I find it has laid all this whilenegle- 
ed; and not any one as yet, beſides my ſelf, has 
undertaken it (except in ſome (mall Collections 
out of our publick News.) | endeavoured two 
years ago to give the World a true Account of the 
Matter of Fact, as it happened the two firſt Cam- 
paigns, and how Matters then ſtood with both the 
Armies. And this bore the name of, An Inpar- 
tial Hiſtory of the Affairs of Ireland the Two laſt 
Years ; wherein | was deſirous to make the Book 
it ſelf anſwer its Title; and alſo to ſhew the 
great hopes there was then in gaining the whole 
Kingdom in a ſhort time after ; which I am next 
about to ſhew you how it fell out, ſo far as l 


have been able to make an mow into it. But 
1 


fince it's probable that the Part has not 
reached ſo many Hands as this may, I have here 
repeated ſome of the moſt material Paſſages from 
the beginning, and added ſome few things that l 
have been med of ſince I writ the —— ; tho 
my main Deſign is to be as particular in the laſt 
Campaign, as I have been formerly in the other 
two, which was done by way of Journal; as 
this is alſo, when you come to the end of the 
Abridgment : In all which put together, you 
have the Principal Occurrences from Duke Scon- 
berg's landing in that Kingdom, till Their Maje- 


ſties 
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Ries Proclamation, dated at Kenſington, March the 
d, 4695. Declaring that War to be ended; with 
ſome furcher Obſervations about the paſt and pre- 
ſent Circumſtances of that Nation. 

The Blood ſpilt, and Treaſure ſpent, in this 
unhappy War, has doubtleſs been a ſufficient 
Grievance to both Kingdoms ; yet we have no 

reat reaſon to be out of humour at it now, there 
— at that time an apparent neceſſity for it; 
by which the War is allo removed to a greater 
diſtance , till we can gain a Firm, Honourable, 
and Laſting Peace from abroad, that ſo Their 
Majeſties may be at leiſure to free their own 
Dominions from the Vices and Corruptions of 
a Licentious Age. 

But I am no Politician ; and therefore what I 
have to offer in behalf of this Undertaking of 
mine, is only this; That it was the honour I had 
for the Memory of that Great Man Duke Scon- 
berg, and a defire to ſet the World right at that 
time in their Judgments, how Matters ſtood 
with boch Armies, which put me firſt upon the 
Deſign. And the favourable Acceptance that 
my firſt endeavours met with in Jreland, has en- 
couraged me to continue them; though I muſt 
be ſo grateful as to own the kind Reſentments of 
ſome in my own -Countrey alſo , and particu- 
larly thoſe of my Lord Biſhop of Salubury, = 

a as 
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has been pleaſed, not only to commend the 
Undertaking, but to honour me with the Correcti- 
on of ſome of my Papers with his own Hand,and 
alſo with an Account of the reaſons for ſome Par. 
ticulats, that before | was in the dark for want of. 
I hate to clog Truth with any Artifice ; nor is 
there any occaſion for ſuch an endeavour, ſuppoſel 
had an inclination or kill to do it;for whilſt things 
are freſh in every ones memory, if a man ſhould 
guilty of any notable and wiltul Miſtake that way, 
there are a great many able co find it out. I have 
done the Subject therefore no injury, but by my 
own deſects, which by this means I have expo- 
ſed to the publick Cenſure of all People. 
| have — a great part of the moſt notable 
Adventures however, from the beginning to the 
end, and want only skill to give a good Ac- 
count of them. By-ftanders commonly ſee more 
than thoſe actually ingaged in Bartel; here eve- 
ry man is tied to his Poſt, and minds the Buſi- 
neſs only that is before him ; when thoſe that 
are Lookers on, have nothing elſe to do but to 
obſerve : So that wherein I have been defe- 
Rive in this Point, is more for want of Judg- 
ment than Opportunity; and thoſe that are 
Judges in the Military Art, I hope will par- 
don me where I have made uſe of Terms that 
are not proper to that Profeſſion, But beſides 
what 
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what Obſervations I have been able to make my 
ſelf, I have had the benefit of ſeveral Diaries, and 
ſome of thoſe writ with good skill; I have 
look'd over all our Publick Accounts too, and 
been freely allowed the advantage of ſeveral Pu- 
blick Papers and Letters at the Secretary of War's 
Office, and other places; ſo that you have all 
that I know of the matter; and | hope its no 
crime in me to know no more than I do; tho 1 
will not warrant what I have ſaid from being 
guilty of ſeveral Miſtakes; for men relate things 
generally as they conceive 'em; and of many 
that have ſeen the ſame thing, few there are that 
relate it alike, every one ſpeaking of it accord- 
ing to his own Notions, or as his mind is turned 
by clear or confuſed Conceptions ; which alone 
may be ſufficient Encouragement to any judici- 
ous, Uadertaker to be at the pains to compleat the 
Work, eſpecially when they fee a thing of that 
Importance ſo ſlovenly managed: Tho I am 
the firſt that has chalked out the way, and have 
ſome Reaſons to believe, that whoever writes 
afterwards upon this Subject, will cake more up- 
on Truſt than I have done. 

There is already publiſhed AnAccount of the State 
of the Proteſtants in Ireland wider the late Ring Reign; 
moſt of whom found it true by experience what is 
there at large related; which is the reaſon that 


at 
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at this day in Ireland you'l find no Facobites but 
Papiſts. Some of whom I hear have made it their 
boaſt, That they have anſwered that Book; but 
I'm ſufficiently aſſured, That the Reverend Au- 
chor who wririt, is able to make it good: And 
what credit one of the Romiſh Faich, and àn bifh 
Evidence too, will gain by contradicting pure 
Matter of Fact, any ſober man may eaſily — 
ſee. Sir Richard Cox has alſo been pleaſed co ſay, 
That he will oblige the world with a "Third Vo- 
lume of his Hiſtory ; upon which Conſiderations 
I have ſaid little of things before our own Land- 
ing, and afterwards have for the moſt part con- 
fined my ſelf to matters relating co the Army, 
even in which, if we take things as they 85 
there have been ſeveral Actions on our fide, that 
have made but an indiffetent Figure to us, who 
poſſibly did not ſtand in a good light, and ſo could 
not diſcern the true Reaſons of things; only we 
ought to be ſatisfied , that Publick Authority is 
not to be ſubject to the private Paſſions and Opi- 
nions of the people; nor the Laws of Govern- 
ment either in Armies or elſewhere, to the Fan- 


cies of every pretender, 


Some perhaps may ask what part of out Army 
had the greateſt Intereſt in the Glory of thoſe Vi- 
Rories which we have gained in that Kingdom, 

we 
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we being compoſed of ſo many different Nati» 


ons, which mult needs create Emulation, if not 
Envy it (elf? It has been, an Obſervation before 
my time, That all people generally bave a good 
opinion of rhemlelyes, and magniſie their own 
-men either as to Courage or Cuſtoms, 

though it be oſten without the leaſt ſhew of 
Realon : The Turks you fee contemn us, and 
we them as much : The Grecians in former times 
called all che world but themſelves Barbarians, 
and now they are as much deſpiſed by moſt peo- 
ple» The Halians deride the French, and they 
in ſcoff at the Italians: The Spaniards laugh at 
il and every Countrey again at them: We call 
the Iriſh, Wild and Rude, and they think to be 
even with us in calling us Engliſh Churles, and 
other Names of Reproach ; and notwithſtand- 
ing they were worſted, yet their Officers would 
confidently affirm, That their men had as much 
Courage as thoſe that beat them. The Danes too 
— their own Actions, and the Dutch and 
French did as much for themſelves; yet if you! 
grant me but for this once to be impartial, I can 
affirm by often- repeated experience. That I never 
ſaw any thing contemn Death to that degree, 
(and that too in all ſhapes ) as the Engliſh Offi» 
cers and Soldiers did upon all occaſions. And 
it 
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if any endeavour to take the greateſt part of 
the Glory of that War from them, chey do them 
not that Juſtice which the Merit of their Cauſe 
deſerves : Not that other people did not behave 
themſelves very well, but the Numbers of no 
other Nation were equal to ours; or if they had, 
can | by any means allow they could have out- 
done us. 


have done our Enemies all the Juſtice in eve- 
ry point, that the Merit of their Cauſe would 
bear, and that too from ſeveral of their own * 
mouths, upon whoſe Credit | have related many 
Circumſtances. And as to our own fide, | am 
very far from having the leaſt prejudice to the 
Perſon of any man; nor if | had, could I ever 
perſuade my ſelf to take ſo poor a Revenge, 
(if any) asto aſperſe him unjuſtly ; this would 
be my own loſs, and not- his : So that if an 
man happen to be injured by what I have Gad 
(though there's a great difference between being 
wronged and offended) I declare it no wilſul Mi- 
ſtake, and ſhall be very ready to ask his Pardon; 
which will not do to any man, for ſaying what 
I know to be true, 


But 
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But what Iam moſt ſorry for is, That I que- 
ſion not but a great many Gentlemen have deſer- 
ved very well in this War, tho it has been my 
Misfortune not to know their Names; and yet 
| hope that Time and a more diligent Enquiry 
will do them Juſtice. 


What I have writ towards the end of the 
Book, concerning the paſt and preſent States of 
that Countrey, was done with the reſt in April 
laſt, when the noiſe of the French Deſcent filled 
every ones ears; and the ſame diſcourſe being 
now revived, I ſhall let it ſtand as it is, with 
this Remark, That though I am no Prophet, 
et if they do make an Attempt, I hope they'l 
— the ſame Fate that others have had before 
them. 


Whatever my Account of theſe matters may 
be, yet the Maps that I have inſerted, which il- 
luſtrate the principal Battels and Sieges, are ve- 
ry good, and coſt no ſmall Pains —— to 
bring them to that perſection: But when I read 
over theſe Papers my ſelf, I find the Stile of the 
whole harſh and unpleaſant; which muſt needs 
be much more ſo to others, eſpecially in an Age 
wherein ſo many Learned Great Men have 


B . brought 
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brought our Language to ſo great Perfection: 
Bur all the . — is, That the moſt Learn- 
ed Men are apteſt to put the mof{ favourableCon- 
ſtruction upon a private man's Endeavour, and 
will be ready to pardon a great many Defects in 
one that means well: and as for all the Cenſo- 
rious men in the world, I ſhall not be much con- 
cerned at what they lay.

and no hopes of Relief appearing, on the 12h of 
May the Governour deſired a Parley , and after ſome 
time it was agreed, That his Gariſon ſhould march 
out with their Arms and Baggage, which they did 
on the 14th, being about Eight hundred (beſides two 
hundred Women and Children) four Companies of 
Collonel Babington's Regiment taking poſſeſſion of the 
Place. We found Seventeen Pieces of Cannon, one 
large Mortar, Eighty three Barrels of Powder, with 
ſome Fire Arms, and other uſeful Materials in the 
Caſtle, 

The ſame day that Charlemont was ſurrendred, Col- 
lonel Mey, and Collonel Foults, with Twelve hun- 
dred men, went to a Caſtle called Bellynacargy, in 
which the Enemy had Two hundred men ; this was 
{cituate in a ſmall Lough, fo that our men were for- 
ced to march up to — middles in water to make 
their Approaches; the Enemy fired ſmartly upon us, 
killed us Two Captains, an Enſign, and Seventeen 
men, and wounded Forty three; but when they ſaw 
us reſolved to have the Place, they hung out their 
White Flag, and agreed to march away withour their 
Arms.

Whether His . already an Account of 
what had happened to the Confederate Army at Hera, 
am not able to give an Account; but it's probable he 
had ſome intimation of it; fince in a Council of War 
held that night, His Majeſty ſcemed poſitive in paſſing 
the River next day, and therefore give Orders for his 
Army to be ready accordingly. 

The late King had likewiſe another Council of War 
on his (ide the River, wherein all the French and Ji 
OFkcers agreed, ( which was the only time they ever 
did ſo before or after), Not to give us Battel, but to 
march off in the night, and then retreat towards 4.0. 
lone and Limerick filling all their Towns that were 
tenable, as they went, with ſufficient Gariſons ro defend 
them. And their reaſon was this; as ſoon as Sir Cloud. 

Shove! with his Squadron of Men of War had 
ſeen the King ſaſe in Ireland, he was ordered to fail 
immediately, and join my Lord Torrington, then at 
Sea with the Exgliſb Fleet; which the French having 
notice of, and that all our Tranſport Ships with our 
Proviſions and other Neceſſaries for War, were left at 
Carigfergur-Bay with little or no Convoy , and would 
have Orders to coaſt along as the Army marched, they 
reſolved to ſend Ten ſmall Frigats and Twelve Priva- 
teers into the Channel, and burn all our Ships ; 
which if it had been done then, our Communica- 
tion from Exglaud had been in a manner cut off, and 
our Army forced to ſubſiſt upcn the Countrey, or 
ſtarve ; at leaſt we had been debarred thoſe Neceſſa- 
ries, Withour which the War could not have been 
carried on: This Deſign of the French was not un- 


known to the King, and therefore he was. the more 
earneſt 
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1690, earneſt ic going forward: It was adviſed therefore in 
| che Iriſh Camp, That ſeeing we had a better Army 
| by much in the Field than theirs ( and might proba. 
bly beat them if they * ), to march away, and 
lo protraft the time till they ſaw what became of 
the Deſign about burning our Ships, which they were 
confident would take effect. But the late King him- 
ſelf was very much bent upon fighting, alledging, 
That if he retreated with his Army, and left Dablin 
and other places to the Enemy, the [rib , who are 
ſoon diſheartned, and only judge according to appear- 
ance, would all deſert him by degrees; and then him- 
ſelf and thoſe that ſtood by him, would be delivered 
up to the Mercy of the Enemy: So that ſceing him 
in this humour, they were in hopes that a vigorous 
fit of Valour had ſeized him, and that he would next 
day play the Hero, in either Conquering Valiantly, 
or Dying Gloriouſly ; and then having ordered the 
diſpoling of their Army, they concluded to ſtay and 
watch our motion . 
The Bartel at Turſday the firſt of July, carly in the morning, his Ma ſe- | 
e yy, ſty ſent Lieut. Gen. Douglaſs, my Lord Portland, my Lord 
Overk:rb, and Count Schonbergh, with above Ten thou f 
ſand Horſe and Foot up the River, to paſs towards 
the Bridge of Nine; which the Enemy perceiving, 
they drew out ſcveral Bodies of Horſe and Foot to- 
wards their Left, in order to oppole us: our men 
however, marched over without any difficulty, being 
only charged by Sir Nea/ O Nea!'s Regiment of Dra- 
goons , who were partly broke, and himſelf killed.

Lord Tyrcomnel's, and Collonel Parker's Horſe, who al! 
behaved themſelves like men of Ex2/ib Extraction, as 
indeed moſt of them were ; during which time his 
Majeſty paſſed the River below with the Leſt Wing 
of his Horſe, and charged the Enemy feveral times at 
the Head of his own Troops, nigh a little Village 
called Danore , where they rallied again, and gave us 
two or three brick Attacks; but in leſs than half an 
hour were broke, and forced to make the beſt of 
their way towards Delice, where there was a confi. 
derable Paſs, and whither the other part of the Iri{6 
Army that faced Lieutenant General Douglaſs , had 
made what hafte they could, when they heard how 
it had gone with their Friends at OlA- Bride; our Ar- 
my then preſſed hard upon them, but meeting with a 
great many difficutlies in the Ground, and being 
obliged to purſue in Order , our Horſe had only the 
opportunity of cutting down ſome of their Foot, and

ber of other Officers, and about Thirteen or Fourteen 
hundred Soldiers; and we loſt on our fide nigh Four 
hundred; but the loſs of Duke Schonberg, who was 
killed ſoon aſter the firſt of our Forces paſſed the Ri. 
ver, near the little Village called O/d-Bridge , was 


much more conſiderable than all that fell that day wo 
bot 
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1690, both ſides; whom his very Enemies always called a 
LV SY Brave Man, and a Great ral; whoſe Name will 


make a conſiderable Figure in Hiſtory , whilſt there 
are ſuch places as Germany, Flanders, France, Ex- 
land, and Ireland. Monſicur Calimot, a brave and 
worthy Gentleman, died foon after him, of his Wounds, 
having followed that great man in moſt of his For- 
tunes; whoſe elder Brother the Marqueſs Reger had 
Duke Schonberg's Regiment of French Horle beſtowed 
_ him by the King. For the further Particulars 
of this Battel, and what hapned du the preceding 
Campaign, and alſo the moſt material Circumſtances 
of this, I refer the Reader to the Firſt Part of this 
Hiſtory, already printed. 

Some will pretend to ſay, That his Majeſty was a 
little too ſoon in the paſſing his Foot over the River, 
for the Left Wing of the Lib Army ſeemed reſolved 
to fight Douglaſs ; but — heard how thi 
went at Old-Bridge, they ret immediately towa 
Duleek, and lo ma off untouched : But there was 
a very good reaſon for what his Majeſty did in this 
caſe, for it was about a quarter paſt Ten when our 
Foot firſt entred the River; and if the King had de- 
ferred it an hour longer, then the Tide, which - 
rally comes up above 0/d-Bridge, would conlaly have 
prevented cur men from paſſing either there or be- 
low ; ſo that the Right 2 our Army had been 
expoled to the hazard of hg! ing all theirs, and the 
relt not able to come to their relief, till poſſibly it 
had been too late ; and this — ſerve to anſu er what- 
cver can be objected in that caſe. 

The late King at the be ineing of this Battel ſtood 
by an old Church near the Village called Danore ; 
but aſſoon as he ſaw his men give way, he made 
hafte to Dulcet , and from thence to Dublin , 8 
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he got that Evening by Nine a Clock, and early next 1690. 
morning ſent for the Popiſh Lord-Mayor, with fome WW 


other Officers 'of the City, and gave them a charge 
not to burn it; and then going towards Bray, ſcarce 
| looked behind him afterwards till he got to ter- 

ford, and fo on Ship-board for Fraxce, leaving his poor 
Teagwes to fight it out, or do what they pleaſed for 
him: And what was more remarkable, finding ſome 
of the Frigats at Waterford that were to go upon the 
project of Burning our Ships, he told them all was 
loſt, and that it was paſt time, and fo took them 
along with him; which prevented any further At- 
tempts upon our Ships. Whilſt his preſent Majady 
King William gave his Army other kind of Proofs 
both of his Courage and Conduct, having a Soul far 
above Fear, or any thing that may look mean in fo 
Great a Prince: Nor ever had an Army a more entire 
Affection for their chief Commander, than his Maje- 
ty's for him; his Reſolution being always undaunted, 
and their only Fear being for his Majeſty's Perſon. 
And whatever difference happens hereafter betwecn 
his Majeſty and his Army, can only be this, That 
they defire to ſtand between his Perſon and all Dan- 
8 he always has a mind to put himſelf between 
t and it. May we long therefore have ſuch a 
General in a King; and he not only Soldiers but Sub- 
— too of all other Profeſſions, that honour him to 

t degree. 

Thole of our Exzi;b Forces that were engaged, 
and had opportunity to ſhew themſelves, gave fignal 
demonſtrations of their Courage and Bravery ; the 
_ Inniskilliners, and French too, both Horſe aud Foot, did 

ſervice; and the Dutch Guards deſerve no ſmall 
onour for their Conduct that day.

ing beyond the Boyne : And next morning his Maj

Cannon, to ſummons Drogheds, wherein the Iriſb had 
a Gariſon of about 1300 men, commanded my 
Lord Iveagh, who ſurrendred the Town, upon Cond. 
tion, That his Gariſon ſhou'd have leave to march out 
without their Arms, and be conducted to Athlone : 
Tho their Barbarity in tying the Proteſtants in Town back 
to back, and placing them where they expected our Guns 
to play, — not to be forgot. This is a Town of no 
great ſtrength, only a Mount whereon are planted 
Ten Guns on the South-lide the River, ſeems capable of 
Defence. 

Thurſday the 34. of nt his Majeſty had an Ac- 
count, Thar the Ji had left Deblin, and were ma- 
king what haſte they could towards the Shannon ; up- 
on which the Duke of Ormond marched to that City, 
with One thouſand Horſe, and found Captain Furie 
Governor of the Caſtle, who two days before had 
been a Priſoner ; his Grace took poſſeſſion of all the 
Out-Guards of the Town with his Horſe, and the 
Dutch Blae Guards were ſent to the Caſtle, The 5:6.

The fame day his Maj: ſty ſigned a D.cliration,

men, and Artificers, who either remained at home, or 
having fled from their Dwellings, ſhould return by

A great many of the ib Officers complained , 
That this Declaration was too narrow in exclu-

Boyn, beſides the French. 


But to return. About the 8:4 or gt of Jaly it 
was known abroad, That His Majeſty had an Account 
of the Misfortune of the Egli and Dutch Fleets, at 
which time he divided his Army, and marched himſelf 
towards Kj/tenny with the greateſt part of it. For 
though His Majeſty was ſenſible, that going with his 
whole Army towards Athlone, and fo into Connaght, 
was the readieſt way to reduce the Ii; yet having 
ſome Reaſons to apprehend that the French, after 
the Battel of Fler, might ſend off Detachments from 
their Army, and ſo diſturb England ; or at leaſt 
ſend part of their Fleet, and burn his Tranſport- 
Ships, he made haſt to ſecure Waterford Haven for 
them, ſince the Bay of Delia is no Place of ſafety. 
Sending at the fame time Lieutenant-General Douglas 
with three Regiments of Horſe, two of Dragoons, 
and ten of Foot, towards Arblone, Firy miles to the 
Northweſt from Dublin ; before which Place he came

the _— Army again , having not loſt above Thirty 
men betore the place, but near Three hundred by Sick- 
neſs, and other Accidents. Our riſing from before that 
Town did ſo puff up the Iriſb , that one Maledy, the 
Late King's High Sheriff for the County of Longford, 
ot at lealt Three thouſand of the Rabble, or ſuch like 
*ople together, near Mullingar , where they heftored 
and ſwaggered for ſome days; but Collonel Woolley 
with his own Horſe, and two Regiments of Foot, being 
ſent back to ſecure that part of the Countrey, about 
Forty of his Horſe, being an Advance Guard, fell in 
with a Party of the Iriſ6 towards the Evening, which 
giving the Alarm to the reſt, they immediately began 
to diſperſe, and every man to ſhift for himſelf ; and

the firſt of Ae His Majeſty publiſhed a Second De- 
claration, not only confirming and ſtrengthening the 
former ; but alſo _ That if any Foreigners then 
in Arms againſt him in that Kjngdom would ſubmit, they 
ſbould have Paſſes to go into their own Countries, or whi- 
ther elſe they pleaſed.

N the ſixth of September our Army marched to

A Contmuation of the Hiſtory 


King appearing very unexpectedly in France, at a time when 
all People were over- joyed with the News of the Battel of 
Flerws won at Land, and a Victory alſo gained at Sea; to palli- 
ate matters therefore as to himleif,he laid all the blame upon 
the Iriſh, that they wou d not fight, but many of them 2 
down their Arms in ſuch order, as if they had been Excrci- 
ſing 5 which indeed ſome of them did: Upon which, the Fr, 
K. concluding that all was loſt in that Kingdom, he ſent Or- 
ders to Count Lawzar to make the beſt of a bad Market, 
and ſo come offi for France as well as he could, with all his 
Men. But the Iriſh, taking heart of grace at our Fleets 
and the Dutch Armies misfortunes, they held out beyond 
expectation: And thoſe Orders of the French Kings, not 
coming till after His Majeſty had raiſed the Siege of Li- 
merick, Count Lawzun waited about twelve Days for a 
Countermand 5 but that not appearing he ſet fail for 
France, tho he met with contrary Orders at Sea; but then 
it was too late: For His Majeſty had been a Fortnight at 
London before they heard at Paris that the Siege of Li- 
werick was railed 5 which ſhewed, that whatever good ln. 
telligence they might have from England or Ireland at 
other times, they wanted it now ʒ but whether the Wind 
was crols, or what elſe was the reaſon, I am uncertain. 

About the fourteenth we heard that Sarsfield, with a 
part of the Iriſb Army, had marched over the Shannon at 
Banober-Bridge, and beſieged the Caſtle of Birr, wherein 
was only a Company of Colonel Tiffin"s Foot, who ſtoutly 
defended the Caſtle, the only temble place; but Major- 
General Kirk marching thither with a part of our Army, 
the Enemy quitted the Siege and marched off. 

At this time Count Solms, who commanded in Chief, 
was at Caſhel, where he received a Letter by a Trumpeter 
from the Duke of Berwick, then at Limerick, complain- 
ing that they heard of a Deſign of ours, to ſend all thoſe 
Ptiſoners, we had taken at ſeveral places, to be Slaves in

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the Foreign Plantationsz and withal, threatning ours with September, 
the French Gallies. But this was only a trick of the Iriſh 1690.

SCG Honers of the Great Seal; and immediately begun their 
Juſticesgo ro work of putting the Country in as good a condition of 
Dublin. Safety as the nature of the times would bear. 

Whilſt the King was imployed in the Field with his Army 
againſt the Town of Limerick, it was firſt propoſed by the 
Earl of Nottingham, to my Lord Marlborough, and after- 
wards approved of in Councel, as very Advantagecous to 
Their Majcſties Affaits, to ſend a Party from England, who, 
joyning with a Detachment from the King's Army, might 
reduce thoſe two important Garriſons of Cork and Kjnſale; 
and proviſions were made according]y : But not being ready 
ſo ſoon as was deſigned, His Majelty, upon His return for 
England, ſent the Earl of Marlborough with his own Re-

my Lord Torrington's and Lord Pembrook's Marine Regi-

September the 22d. my Lord Marlborough landed ſome 
Men in Boats near Cork, where they beat the Enemy from 
a Battery that diſturbed our Ships, and forced the [r1to 
leave their Guns behind them. An Expreſs was ſent to Ma- 
jor-General Scravemore, then on his march with a Body 
of Horſe: and, after that, another to the Duke of Wir 
tenberg, who both in a few Days joyned my Lord Mar. 
borough with about fifteen hundred Horſe, and four thou- 
ſand Foot, The Town of Cork held out till the 28th. 
being five Days, and then the Garriſon, about four thon- 

— 5 _ ſand five hundred, ſubmitted to be all Priſoners of War: 
amongſt whom were the Earls of Clencarty and 7 yrone : 
Colonel Moclellicut the Governor, Licutenant-Colone! 
Ricat, kc. The Duke of Grafton received a —

Days. Then my Lord Marlborowgh, firſt ſending Brigadier 1690. 
Halle, with a Party of Horſe to Inveſt ale, he marched Re? 
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himſelf with his Army, on the Second of Od ober, encamp- fieged, 


ing near the new Fort, (the Town being deſerted by the 
Iriſh. ) And next Morning early, Major-General Tetteas, 
with 800 Men, paſſed the River in Boats, and ſtormed the 
old Fort, (formerly called Caſt/e nigh Park, wherein were 
about four hundred and fitty, nigh half of whom were 
killed and blown up, and the reſt ſubmitting at diſcreti- 
on, were made Priloners. Then his Lordſhip ſent a Sum- 
mons to the new Fort, which refuſing to yield, our Guns 
were planted in two placesz the Dares on the left, and the 
Engliſh on the right. On the 5th of Ofober the Trenches 
were opened, and the Fort held out till the fifreenth, when 
two Mines being ſprung , and our Galleries ready to lay 
over the Duch, the Enemy beat a Parley ; and the Gar- 


riſon (being about 1200) had liberty to march out, with and furces- 
their Arms and Baggage, having a Party of Horſe to 4. 


conduct them to Lieerick, In this Fort we found a very 
conſiderable Magazine, and great plenty of all forts of Pro- 
viſions: We had about 200 Men killed and wounded in 
our ſeveral Attacks, but a greater number ſick, by reaſon 
of cold and bad Weather. However, the gaining thoſe 
two Places, of Cork and Kinſale, was a piece of good ſer - 
vice, and rendred the work of the ſucceeding — 
much more eafie. This ſome have look d upon as one of 
the greateſt blemiſhes in the French Politicks, that they 
ſhould neglect the — a Kinſale, one of the belt 
and ſecureſt Harbours in the World; and, by keeping of 
which, they might have ruined our Weſtern Trade eſpe- 
cially; and yet endeavour to Fortiſie Limerick, an In- 
land Town, of no uſe to them. All that can be faid in 
this is, That they were once fo natur'd, as to comply

in the former part of this Hiſtory. 

But if I am not much miſtaken, it was our Intereſt when 
we raiſed the Siege of Limerick, to ſecure moſt of the 
other Paſſes upon the Shannen; which had been no very 
diſicult Task, before our Army was diſperſed; there 
being a great many places very near the Shannon, 
more tenible than thoſe we retired to ſeck further into 
the Country ; which made the Line much longer, and con. 
ſequently not ſo cafily defended ; beſides a plentiful Coun- 
try that would have been then in our Quarters, and the 
benefit of making Inroads into Connaught when we plea- 
ſed. But inſtead of that, we left the Enemy all the Forts 
and Paſſes upon the Shannon; by which means they could 
not be kept in their own Province, tho' they could keep 
us out, But fince this was either wiltully overſeen, or 
elſe neglected by ſome Great Officers Commanding in

piſts thereabouts , for holding Correſpondence with 
the Enemy, The Dragoons, poſted at Fox-Hall, up- 
on ſcouring the Country, kill E Rupparees, and three 
more were taken near Tallougb. 


Nigh this time Captain Palliſer, and one Lieutenant caprain Pat: 
Armſtrong , went out with a Party of fixty Fire- % and his 
Locks from their Quarters near Birr 3 their Deſign was — 


to ſurprire ſome of the Iriſh, and bring off a prey 
they were informed of; but being betray'd by one Te. 
rence Mackgrah , who had all along been protected, 
and pretended a particular Friendſhip to —_ Pal. 
liſer, our Men fell into an Ambuſcade, ordered for 
them by Long Anthony Caroll; and having freed them- 
ſelves of that, they found themſelves beſet on all fides, 
ſo that they were forced to take into an old Caſtle ; 
and, after being almoſt ſmothered in it with Smoak, 
they ſurrendered themſelves all Priſoners of War 5 
Lieutenant Armſtrong paid Money to be releaſed, 
Captain Palliſer made his eſcape the beginning of June 
from Limerick, but the poor Men were kept Priſoners 
till Limerick was ſurrendred. 

Fifteen Rapparees took the Northern-Male going 
from Dublin, at a place called Moyery-Caſtle, be- 
tween Dundalk and Newry ; ſix of which were fome 
{mall time afterwards apprehended and for it. 

April 29. A Party of one hundred and fifty Foot, 
commanded by Captain Clayton, were ſent to Relieve 
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ed a Party of the Enemies Horſe, who did not care 
to meddle with them, becauſe they ſuppoſed them 
well provided with Ammunitionz and about twelve 
at Night the Party reliev'd march'd out : It was no 
ſooner Day-light than they eſpied near three hundred 
of the Enemies Horſe and Dragoons, and about the 
ſame Number of Rapparees, who had way-laid them, 
expecting they would bring but little Ammunition 
from the Garriſon ; but Captain Thornicroſt, Lieutenant 
Hayes, and the Enſign, with the Party, reſolved to 
make the beſt of it, and fo drew their Men into an 
old Pound, Breaſt-highz which they had ſcarce done, 
till the Advance-Party of the Enemy came up and 
proferr'd them Quarter; which they refuſed, and fired 
upon them; then the Iriſh main Body advanced and 
made ſeveral very brisk Attacks, which our Men re- 
ſiſted ſtoutly, killing ſeveral , and wounding others, 
who were carry'd off. The Garriſon of Cork taking 
the Alarm, ſent out a Party to Relieve our Men, 
but the Enemy were march'd off before. The Ene. 
my left Captain Coppinger , two more Captains, and 
ten Men dead, and Major Slings-by was left wounded, 
who confeſſed their Party carry d off between fifty 
and fixty killd and hurt; and withal, that it was a 
Judgment upon them, ſince they deſigned to pro- 
miſe fair Quarter, but afterwards to deſtroy our 
whole Party: We loſt eight Soldiers and two Carr. 
Men , and had five more wounded. This Party of 
the Iriſh, it's ſaid, was commanded by Brigadier Carol, 
and Sir James Cotter. 

Near this time one Captain Dwffee , his Licute- 
nant , and twenty one more Rapparees were hanged 
by Brigadier Stuart's orders at Beltarbet , and ano-

Queen's County, he went out with three hundred of 
my Lord George Hamilton's, and Colonel Lloyd's Foot, 
and fifty of Colonel Byerly's Horſe, with which he firſt 
kill d ſeventy Rapparees; and leaving part of his 
Men to ſecure ſeveral Paſſes, he went three Miles fur- 
ther, beyond a place called 1he Tongber of Malabone, 
having with him one hundred and ten Foot, and thirty 
Horſe ; but inſtead of the Rappareesr, whom he only 
expected, he eſpied two Bodies of the Iriſb _— laid 
to be near eight hundred in Number: Thoſe he en- 
countred, and after ſeveral Charges at different 

he put them to the Rout, killing one hundred and fifty 
on the place; amongſt whom were one Captain 
Schaler, and two Lieutenants; he took Major John 
Fitz-Patrick Priſoner, who commanded the Party, and 
ſeventeen Officers more, with fix Sergeants, fixtcen 
Corporals, two Drummers, and a Chirur , and 
allo eighty private Centinels. In all this Action we 
loſt but a ral and a Trooper, two Foot-Sol- 
diers wounded, and Lieutenant Robinſom. This ny 
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Country, but I ſhall in convement time give you ſeve- 
ral Inſtances, both Ancient and Modern, which deſerve 
as much to be admired. And I can find no other rea- 
fon for it, than that it's no ealic matter to perſuade 
the Iriſb to fight whilſt there is a Bog or a Wood nigh 
them, tho take them abroad and they make no con- 
temptible Soldiers. 

Nigh this time Captain Johnſton, of my Lord George 
Hamilton's Regiment, went with one hundred Men 
from Hils Pats to Ballimona in the King's County, 
and towards break of Day he ſurprized two Troops 
of Clifford's Dragoons, and a Party of my Lord Me. 
rion's Horſe, with ſome Foot, killing a Licutenant, a

A Party of Colonel Brewer's Men being abroad, and

& and barbarous manner; but three Rapparees being 
taken, and two of them hang d, one Hill, the third, 
guided a Party of one hundred and ten Men, com- 
manded by Captain Poynes, to a place within fix 
Miles of Mubinger , where the Rapparees lodged that 
Night ; our Men fell upon them, and killing about 
forty, they got good ſtore of rich Plunder.

Carolante, ſent back a Drum for Enſign Storys Body, 
which the Iriþ made ſome ſcruple to deliver, but 
proferrd to bury him Honourably, which they did, 
allowing his own Drum to beat the Dead March be- 
fore him, and themſelves fired three Vollies at his

by which means they Aſſembled a great many Men,

— Baggage, Drums beating, Colours flying, c. would 
WWW fatrshc this Noble Governour : Upon which, the Ge- 
neral ordered all our Guns and Mortars to fall to work, 
the Bombs tearing up the Sandy Banks, and the i run- 
ning like Conies from one Hole to another; whilſt the 
Guns were battering the Works and making a Breach, 
the Iriſh in the mean time did what they could with 
their two Guns and ſmall Shot; but Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Burrox their Ingincer, had his Hand ſhot off from 
one of our Batteries, and their Works went down a- 
pace, which made the Iriſh very uncaſie. This Siege 
however, was very delightful to our whole Army, who 
had a view of it from the adjoyning Hill. My Lord 
Juſtice Coningesby alſo, who was now in the Camp, and 
ſtay'd here for ſome time, having the ſatisſaction of 
1 227 of the ſorwardneſs of our Soldiers, 
A Parkey beat, A twelve a Clock the Enemy beat a Parley, and 
hung out a white Flag, but the General would not 
take notice of it; and our Batteries went on with that 
ſucces, that two Breaches were made, one in the ut. 
termoſt Fort next the Town, the other on the Works 
on the ſame fide within the Iland ;; and the General 
ſeem'd reſolved to Storm the Fort next morniog at the 
coming up of the Tin Boats: there were four large 
Boats however then in the Camp, which were the 
Fleet prepared laſt Year for Hoard's Expedition upon 
the Shannon, and were all Winter at Mullingar.

the like, and with great bravery encouraged his Par- 
ty, though he loſt his Life in the Action. Our Gra- 
nades fo galled the Enemy, and the Men preiſſed ſo 
faſt upon the Breach, that the other quit their Works 
and run towards the Bridge, whither we purlued 
them, and even to the foot of the Draw-Bridge ; the 
Iriſh in their hurrying over the Bridge, crowded for. 
wards ſo faſt . that ſeveral were cruſhed to death, 
and not a few forced over the ſides of the Bridge, 
who were either killd or fore bruiſed. When our 
Men had poſleſſion of the Town they rung the Bell, 
and covered themſelves at the Bridge foot. We 
loſt not above twenty men, and had about double 
the number Wounded 3 the Enemy had about ſixty 
killed and more wounded, Brigadier Stwart was 
Wounded in this Action, and one Captain, with 
three private men of the Enemics taken. Licute- 


nant-Colonel Kirk of Brigadier Viler's Regiment, 
was unfortunately killed by a greas Shot from the 
Town, as he lay viewing the Action upon the 
fide of an Hill. That Evening our three Guns were 
drawn off from the Ford, and nine Guns from the 
Battery into the Town.

for hve Twenty-four Pounders, and a Floor made 
for fix Mortars. 
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The 22d. about five in the Morning, our Batteries June, 
were finiſhed, and by ſix the Cannon and Mortars 1691. 


begun to play very briskly on the North-Eaſt fide of the WWW 


Caſtle where it was weakeſt, and by ſeven in the 
Evening a large Breach appeat'd in the Wall. In 
the Afternoon a French Lieutenant-Colonel was 
brought off by our Men, who had laid under the 
Bridge ſince the Attack 3 he was fore bruiſed, and his 
Back almoſt broke, but ſeemed not to be ſo much 
afflicted with his own private Misfortune, as in be- 
ing engaged with a People who were like to prove 
but very indifferent defenders of his Maſter the Freach 
King's Intereſt in that Kingdom. 


The 23d. our Guns and Mortars continued firing 
all Night with that ſucceſs, that by five in the Mor- 
ning the whole fide of the Caſtle was beaten down, 
and our Bombs had that effect upon it, as to make 
it very unſerviceable to the Enemy, who were now 
forced to make an Hole on the Weſt ſide of the 
Wall to get out and in, though in a day or two 
they had no buſineſs there at all. About two that fue Tin 
Afternoon our Tin Boats, Floats, and other Materi- Boats come 
als, came to the Camp, with Colonel Hyerleys and . 
my Lord of Oxford"'s Regiments, and a great many 
People were ſet to work to repair thoſe Boats that 
were ſpoiled the Year before nigh Limerick; for 
there being more New ones expected from England 
than really came, and what we had being judged 
too few, thoſe Old Boats were brought out of a 
place where they had been thrown by, and fo were 
htted up to lay next the Shore; which occalion'd a 
Report, that they were concealed on purpoſe by the 
Store-keeper 3 but the 9 was as it is here related. 
2 The 
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The ſame Afternoon a Priſoner was taken nigh the 
Bridge, who gave an Account, that Sixty-four Men 
were in a Mill upon the Bridge, which being fired by 
our Granades, and thoſe within not being able to 
quench it, nor get thence, they were all conſumed 
with the Fire, except the Priſoner and one more that 
eſcaped by leaping into the Water. A Drummer 
comes to the General from the Town, with an An- 
ſwer of his Letter, ſent the Day before, about the ex. 
change of Priſoners, 


The 24th. was ſpent in raiſing three Batteries, one 
below the Bridge, another above it, and a third with- 
out the Town-Wall by the River-lide, oppoſite to a 
Baſtion the Enemy had made on the other fide the Ri- 
ver. That Evening one of my Lord Lirburn's Men 
going under the Bridge to ſce for Plunder, found a 
pair of Colours amongſt the dead Men; and tho the 
Enemy fired a great many Shot at him, yet he brought 
them off flying, and preſented them to the General, 
who ala the Soldier with five Guinnea's, 

We begin now to contrive Methods of paſling the 
River, and a Lieutenant of Horſe was commanded 
with a Party to a Ford towards Lanerborough, where 
the General was informed there might be an eafie and 
undiſcovered Paſlage for moſt of our Army, whilſt 
our Cannon amuſed the Enemy at the Town. This 
Party went and found the Paſs according to Informa- 
tion; but tho he was politively ordered to return as 
ſoon as he had palled the River, yet ſuch are the 
powerful Charms of Black Cattle, to ſome forts of 
People, that the Lieutenant eſpying a Prey ſome di- 
ſtance from him on the other (ide, muſt s be ſcam- 
pering after them 3 by which means our Deſign = 
dil- 
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diſcovered, and the Enemy immediately provided a- 
gainſt it, by throwing up ſtrong Works on the other 


ſuffered for it. 


That Night the Enemy raiſed two Batteries above — 
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ſide: The Lieutenant, I beard, was after wards try d, and 


the Caltle, the one clole by the River, the other at a {cc 


greater diſtance from it upon a riſing Ground ; the 
one of four, the other of three fix Pounders ; with the 
latter of which, June 25. they play'd on the old Walls in 
the Town, where our Men were lodged, but did lit- 
tle or no harm ; with the other they ſhot into ſome 
of our Regiments, encamped near the River, which 


; obliged them to remove to à greater diſtance, Our 


Battery bf fix Twenty-four Pounders below the 


Bridge, playd on the Enemy's Brealt-Work on the 


otheg fide, which did it very great Damage, and al- 
ſo ruin d moſt of the Houſes that were as yet left 
ſtanding 3 which ſo expoled the Enemies other Works 
to our view, that they were forced to quit moſt of 
their Trenches, none appearing but fome few behind 
the.Caſtle. 


The 28th. was*ſpent in firing from ſeven Batteries Seven Barte- 
ries now at 
work. 


upon the Enemies Works, and a great many were kill'd 
in endeavoyring to repair them, About thirty Wag- 
gons lgaden with Powder come to the Camp; and 
that Night we polleſs our ſelves of all-the Bridge, ex- 
cept one Arch at the farther end on Connanght (ide, 
which was broken down, and we repair another bro- 
ken Arch in our poſleſſion; and all Night our 
Guns and Mortars play moſt furiouſly. For the De- 
lign of paſſing the River at the Ford being fruſtrate, 
the General and the other Great Officers reſolve to 
try what can be done in forcing our way through 
Athlone

* 
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Athlone it ſelf, and therefore we labour hard to gain 
the Bridge 3 but what we got here was Inch by 
Inch as it were, the Enemy ſticking very cloſe to it, 
though great Numbers of them were {Jain by our 


Guns: And this Service coſt us great ſtore of Amma. 
nition. 


The 27th. ſeven Rapparees were brought in, being 
taken at Balynehewen ; ro which place the General or- 
dered a Garriſon of a Lieutenant and twenty Men, 
That Afternoon one hundred Carrs came from Dublin 
to the Camp loaden with Cannon-Ball : And all that 
Day our Guns and Mortars fired without intermiſſi- 
on. We raiſed alſo a Battery of five Guns in the 
Meadow below the Town, to ſtop the way the Ene- 
my had on that ſide of coming into the Town. And 
in the Evening our Men burn the Breaſt-Works the 
Enemy had on the other fide the broken Arch with 
throwing their Granado's z for moſt of theſe being 
made of Faſcines, and the Weather being hor, they 
ſoon dried and eaſily took fire. That Night we 
wrought very hard on the laſt Arch in the Enemies 
poſſeſſion. So that on, 


Sunday the 28th. in the Morning our Beams were laid 
over and partly planked ; which the Enemy perceiving, 
they detach'd a Sergeant and ten Men out of Brigadier 
Maxwell's Regiment, being all bold and daring Scots, 
theſe were all in Armour, and came over their own 
Works with a defign to ruin ours, but were all of them 
ſlain; and yet this did not diſcourage as many more 
from ſetting about the ſame piece of Service, and they 
eſſected it by throwing down our Planks and Beams, 
maugre all our Firing and Skill, tho they all loſt their 
Lives 
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Lives as Teſtimonies of their Valour , except two Jure, 
who eſcaped amongſt all the Fire and Smoak : This 1691. 
made us reſolved to carry on our Work by a cloſe Gal 
lery on the Bridge; which was done. But all laſt Night 

an! that Morning the Enemy were hard at work, in 
repairing ſome old, and making new Trenches in the 
Meadow oppoſite to our new Battery; and our Guns 

are now playing very briskly, eſpecially on a place 

called Connaerght-ITower, which ſtood on the North- 

fide the Caſtle, and was ſo ſolid, that it took up 

more time to bring down than any one part of the 

Caſtle, 

This Afternoon a Council of War was held, where- A defign to 
in it was concluded, That next Morning we ſhould f. e r 
attempt paſſing the Shannon ; one Party to go over 
the Bridge ; a ſecond to paſs upon the Floats and 
Pontoons 3 and a third Detachment were to go 
over the Ford below the Bridge ; where our Horſe 
were alſo to pals and ſecond the Foot; a large 
Breach being made on the other fide for their en- 
trance. And accordingly at Night Orders were gt- 
ven out, That forty three Granadeers, eighty three 
private Men, three Captains, five Lieutenants, two 
Enſigns, and ſeven Sergeants out of each Regiment, 
with fifteen Shots a Man, and every one a green Bough 
in his Hat, ſhould be ready by fix a Clock in the 
Morning under the Walls of the Town, and all to 
be commanded by Major-General Mackey; but the 
whole to be done with the greateſt ſilence and ſecreſie 
imaginable. Kilkenny was the Word that Night. 


The 29th. in the Morning our Men were ready 
according to Orders, and march'd to the Town-Wall, 
where t ſtood at their Arms; but before our 
Boats 
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Boats and their Appurtenances could be drawn mito the 
Town it was ten a Clock; and all this Morning we 
oblerved great Bodies of the Enemy march into the 44 
Town {though our Cannon were very troubleſome to 
them) tor the Iriſh gue ſſing at our Deſign or rather being 
allured of it by = Deſerters, they drew a very 
conliderable Body of their choiceſt Men to their 
Works, But whilſt theſe Preparations were making 
on both fides, the Granadiers of both Parties that 
defended the Breaſt-works on the Bridge, throwing 
Hand -Granadocs one at the other; the Enemies Gra- 
nadoes ſet fire to our Faſcines that lay cloſe on the bro- 
ken Arch where our Gallery way, which ſuddenly 
flamed fo violently, that our Men could not endure 
the Fire and Smoke that blew in their facesz and 
though they laboured very hard to extinguiſh it, 
yet could not prevent the burning that part of the 
Breaſt-work next the broken Arch, but preſerved all 
the reſt, by raiſing another Breaſt-work on a ſudden 
juſt behind the burnt one. By this time it was paſt 
twelve a Clock, and the Generals finding the Attack 
upon the Town that way hike to colt many Lives, 
they deferr'd it till new Meaſures were Conſulted 
on ; nor knew they well what to think at preſent, 
ſeeing themſelves defeated in fo great a Project; and, 
as it fell out, Providence in all appearance had or- 
dered it for the beſt 3 for it's probable, that if our 
Men had really forced the Bridge at that time, they 
would have run great hazards in ſtorming the Town, 
the Enemy being ſo well provided for them ; and 
then our Retreat could not have been without the 
ruin of more Men than it has pleaſed God we loſt in 
all the Actions ſince. All that Afternoon our Guns con- 


tinue firing. And allo, 1 
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June the 30. Our Canon play without ceafing and 
in the Afternoon another Councit of War was held, 
| wherein the difficulties of ſtaying there any longer 
were repreſented, all the Forrage being con- 
ſumed for ſeveral Miles round, fo that they muſt 
reſolve to do ſomething with Expedition, or elſe to 
remove with the whole Army to ſome more likely 
Pak, which wanted not its inconvemencies neither, 
fince by this means the Enemy were encouraged,and 
our own men diſheartened at the beginning of the 
Campaign,and not only fo, but upon our removing 
there was a way open for the Enemy even to Dublin 
it ſelf, at leaſt into all the Countries adjacent, by 
which means we muſt expoſe at leaſt our Provi- 
fions to hazzard, and fo be forced to go back, to 
make a defenſive, inſtead of an offenſive War; And 
on the other hand to make an Artack upon the 
Town, not to ſucceed, and then be forced to re- 
move wou'd be of more fatal Conſequence. 

However, the Duke of Iertenberg, the Vajor 
Generals, Mackey, Talmaſb, Ruvigny and Tettear, 
urged that no brave Action could be attempred 
without hazzard, and conſidering the goodneſs of 
our own men, and the funtneſs of the Enemy in all 
great Attacks that had been made upon them, 
hitherto, they ſtood up for the probability of the at- 
tempr, proffering themſelves to be the firſt that 
ſhou'd indeavour to force the Enemies Works in 
their own perſons, {particularly Vajor General Tal- 
maſh, very forward and miſtrumental in promoting 
was of it,) which they happily performed accord- 
ingly, for the Detachment drawn down the day 
betore was ordered (tilt to be in a readineſs, and 
the General gave Command that they ſhould be all 

2 brought 
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June brought down before ſix a Clock, the uſual time for 
1 6 9 1. relieving the Guards, that the Enemy might not 
ſuſpect our deſign, and as a lucky omen to further 
the attempt, there came two Othcers from the F. 
nemy in the interim, who ſwam the River, and 
aſſured the General that now was his time, for 
that the Enemy was mighty ſecure, thinking that 
having deſtroyed our Works on the Bridge, we 
were at a ſtand what to do, and would certainly 
draw off, ſince they thought it impoſſible to at- 
tempt the paſſing the River in the Face of all their 
Works, and their Army ſo near; that three of the 
moſt indifferent Regiments in the Ir1þ Army 
were only then upon Guard, the reſt being all very 
ſecure in their Camp; all theſe Circumſtances con- 
curring with the inclinations ofour brave Comman- 
ders, the ſignal for the paſſing the River, was to 
be the tolling of the Church Bell. About 2000 
detacht Men were now ready, and Major General 
Mackay to Command them; Major General Tu- 
tear, the Prince of Heſs and Brigadeer La Molliner 
were like wiſe of the Party: And Major General Tal. 
marſh went a Volunteer with a Party of Granadeers 
Cemmanded by Collonel Guſtavus Hambleton, And 
for the greater eacouragement to the Soldiers, the 
General deſtributed a ſum of Guinea's amongſt them, 
knowing the powerful influence of Gold, tho our 
Army had as little occaſion for ſuch Gratuities (1 
mean as to that point of whertting their Courage) 
as any in all the World, and have done as much 
without them. 
The Ford was a little to the left of the Bridge 
over againſt a Baſtion of the Enemies, where a 
Breach was made already, and the River being tryd

Our Army was diſpoſed of as you ſee in the Line of 
Battel, only the General moved up and down as he faw 
occaſion, as did alfo the reſt of the General Officers; 
and before the Battel began, there was no diſtance left 
between the firft and ſecond Line, fince a great part of 
the ſecond Line were the firſt that . The Iriþ 
Army was commanded by Monſieur St. Ruth, Lieuten- 
nant General D'aſſon, Monſieur De Hie, Lieutenant 
General Serſefield, Major General John Hambleton, Ma- 
jor General Dorington, and ſcveral other. 

About half an hour paſt Four in the Atrernoon, a 
pe rt of our Left Wing moved towards the Enemy, and 
by Eive the Battel began a freſh, A Party of our Foot

Musketiers, and their Horſe poſted ad vantageouſly to x 6 9 1. 


ſuſtain them: here we fired one upon another for a N 


conſiderable time, and the Iriþ behaved themſel ves like 
Men of another Nation, defending their Ditehes ſtout- 
ly z for they would maintain one hide, till our Men put 


their Pieces over at the other, and then having Lincs of 


Communication, from one Ditch to another, they 
would preſently poſt themſelves again, and flank us ; 
this occaſioned great ſiring on both ſides, which conti- 
med on the Left nigh an hour and an half, ere the 
Bight of our Army, or the Centre engaged, except 
with their Cannon, which played on both ſides. All tha; 
while our Men were coming up in as good Order as 
the Inconveniency of the Ground would allow, and 
now Major General Mackay, and the reſt, ſceing the 
Enemy draw off ſeveral Bodies of Horſe and Foot from 
the Left, and move towards their Right, where our 
Men preſſed them very hard; they laid hold on that ad- 
vantage, and ordered the Foot to march over the Bogg, 
which fronted the Enemies main Battel. Colonel Earl, 
Colonel Herbert, Colonel Creighton, and Colonel 
Brewers Regiments went over at the narroweſt place 
where the Hedges on the Enemies fide run furtheſt into 
the Bogg. Theſe four Regiments were ordered to 
march to the loweſt of the Ditches, adjoimng to the 
hde of the Bogg, and there to poſt themſclves till our 
Horſe could come about by Agbrime Caſtle, and ſuſtain 
them, and till the other Foot had marched over the

A Continuation of the Hiſtory 
vanced immediately to the loweſt Hedges, and beat 
the Iriſþ from thence. The Enemy however did not 
retreat far, but poſted themſclves in the next Ditches 
before us : which our Men ſeeing, and diſdainingto 
ſuffer their Lodging ſo near us, they would needs beat 
them from thence alſo, and ſo from one Hedge to an- 
other. till they were got very nigh the Enemies main 
Battel. But the Ii had ſo ordered the matter, as to 
make an eaſie Paſſage for their Horſe, amongſt all thoſe 
Hedges and Ditches, by which means they poured in 
great numbers both of Horſe and Foot upon us: which 
Colonel Earl ſeeing, encouraged his Men, by advan- 
cing before them, and ſaying, There was no way to come 
off but to be Brave. As great an Example of true Cou- 
rage and Generoſity as any Man this Day living, 
But being both flanked and fronted, as allo 
expoled to all the Enemies Shot from the ad- 
jacent Ditches; our Men were forced to quit their 
Ground, and betake themſelves to the again, 
Whither they were ſollowed or rather drove down by 
main ſtrength of Horſe and Foot, and a great many 
kil'ed, Colonel Earl, and Colonel Herbert, were here 
taken Priſoners ; the former, after twice taking and 
retaking,got ſree at laſt, tho not without being wounded, 

Whillſt this was a doing here, Col. St. Johns, Col. 
Tiffin. Lord George Hambleton, the French, and ſeveral 
other Regiments, were marching over below upon the 
ſame Bogg. The Iriſh, in the mean time, laid fo cloſe 
in their Ditches, that ſeveral were doubtful whether 
they had any Men at that place or not : but they were 
convinced of it at laſt 3 for no ſooner were the French, 
and the reſt, got within twenty yards, or leſs, of the 
Ditches, but the Iriſþ fired moſt furiouſly upon them; 
which our Men as bravely ſuſtained, and preſſed for- 
wards, tho they could ſcarce fee one another for Smoak,

And the Right Wing of our Horſe, in the 
mean time were making what haſte they could to ſuc- 
cour our Foot ; for feeing their Danger, and indeed 
that all was in hazard by reaſon of the Difficulty of 
the Paſs, they did more than Men, in preſſing and tum- 
bling over a very dangerous place, and that amongſt 
Showrs of Bullets, from a Regiment of Dragoons, and 
two Regiments of Foot, poſted conveniently under 
Cover, by the Enemy, to obſtruct our Paſſage. Out 
Herſe, at this place, were ſuſtained by Major General 
Kirks, and Colonel Guſtavus Hambleton's Foot, who, 
aſter we had received the Enemies Fire, for a conſide- 
rable time, marched under the Walls of the Caſtle, 
and Lodged themſelves in a dry Ditch, in the throng 
of the Enemies Shot from the Caſtle, and ſome other 
old Walls, and Hedges, adjoining. - Thoſe that have 
keen the place, and conſidered the Diſadvantages that 
our Men had at ſuch a juncture to encounter with- 
al, muſt needs Acknowledge the Action very 
Brave. For its reported, that Monſieur St. 
Ruth, ſeeing our Horſe draw that way, and then 
begin to feramble over at a place where only two a 
Breaſt could paſs, and that too with great difficulty; 
after all which, they had no other way to march, but 
to go within thirty yards of the Caſtle.

Major General Then Major General Talmaſh, ſeeing the Diſadvan- 
— tage our F oot laboured under in the Centre, he ſhew- 
Foot. cd at once an extream concern for his Countrymens 
being repulſed, and as much Generoſity and Courage, 
by haſtning to Succour thoſe that at that time ſtood 
moſt in need of itz coming up therefore in all haſte, 
with ſome freſh Men, he gave Orders for our broken 
Regiments to halt, and face about, which they did 
immediately, and returned the fame Meaſure to the 
Iriſh, that of themſelves had met withal, the very 
Minute bcfore, that is, they knockt them on the Head;

9 1. was thrown into a Bogg: However tho the man had 
mill Character in _ one of the greateſt Perſecuton 
of the Protcſtants in France, yet, we muſt allow hin 
to be very brave in his Perſon, aud indeed conſiderable 
in his Conduct, ſince he brought the Irifþ to fight 
better Battle, than ever their Nation could boaſt of be. 
fore, And this was the reaſon, as the Iriſb report, that 
the General being killed, tho it was not preſently 
known, yet their Army was ſoon in Confuſion for 
want of Orders, and ſo the Horſe forced to draw off 
But the truth of it was, the Iriſb before they begants 
ſhrink, had behaved themſelves beyond all expectation 
and had fought longer than ordinary; yet when they 
ſaw our Horle come over fo dangerous a Paſs, and our 
Foot in the Centre Rally, and reſolve to dye every 
man rather than be beat back again ; the Iriſh then 
thought they muſt be beat if the other would pot: 
ſo that notwithſtanding all their ad vamages of Hedge: 
and Ground , Sun and Wind, they were forced to 
uit one advantagious Poſt, and after that another, 
till being beat from Ditch to Ditch , they were dri- 
ven upto the Top of the Hill of RIA, where 
their Camp had laid, which being levelled, and they 
expoſed to our Shot more openly, they began now 
to run down right ; the Foot towards a great Eogy 
behind them on their Left, and the Horſe on the High- 
way towards Loughreagh. 

During all this ſtir, and noiſe, on the Right and Cen- 
tre of the Army, thoſe towards our Left, that firſt 
Engaged, kept their Ground, and not much Action 
happened there for near two Hours paſt 5 nor did the 
Daniſh Horſe and Foot that were on the Left of all, 
diſturb the Enemy as yet, but ſtood oppoſite to ſe- 
veral Bodics of Horſe and Foot, that faced them on 
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the other ſide the ſmall Brook : But then perceiving July 
Mackay's Battallions to drive the Enemy them, 1 6' 9 1. 


leſt thoſe Bodies that faced them ſhould have fallen WW ww 


back to the Relief of their fiying Party, they then en- 
gaged them, and for about halt an hour there was 
pretty hot work. But the Enemy being then in a de- 
clining Condition, and hard on all ſides, they 
fled all out of the Field ; their Foot were miſerably 
laughtered by our Horſe and Dra as they made 
towards the Bogg, and their Horſe were purſued nigh 
three Males : but the Night coming on, with a thick 
Miſty Rain, prevented us from getting between them 
and a very Advantageous Paſs, nigh Lowgbreagh; ſo that 
moſt of them eſcaped 3 the Night, alſo and the x 
faved the Lives of many Thouſands of their Foot; 
for our Forreigners, and eſpecially the Danifb Horſe, 
are excellent Purſuers. 

The Iriſh upon their advantage in the Centre ofthe 
Battle, had taken ſore Priſoners (as has been ſaid) 
but not being able to carry them off, they killed 
Col. Herbert and one or two more; which ſeveral 
have lookt upon as a piece of cruelty : and yet it's 


no more than what has been often practiſed in ſuch 


Caſes, and that to a greater degree; for at the Bat- 
tle of Agizcourt, Fought between Hen. 3th. of Exg- 
land, and Charles the 6th. of Frame upon the 24th. of 


Ofob. 1414. the number of the Priſoners taken by. 


the Exgliſb, being very great, and King Henry after 
the Battle, perceiving treſh Troops of the King of 
Sicif's to appear in the Field, and theſe ſtrong e- 
n without any new rallyed Forces to Encoun- 
ter his wearied Soldiers ; that he might not there - 


tore have both Priſoners to Guard, and an Enemy to 


hght at once, he commanded every man to kill his 
Ftiſonet, comrary to his Generous Nature; which

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July was immediately done, ſome principal men ex- 
1 6 91. cepted : and then upon his Meſſage to the Enemy 
SN citherto Fight or unmedately to quit the Field, they 
choſe the latter: And ſome fay that My Lord Ga 
may had hard meaſure from of our Foreign 
T who kill d him after he had ſurrendered 
Hamelf 2 Priſoner 3 not to themſelves, but to ſome 
others. 
The place where this Battle was „will make 
a noiſe in Hiſtory for the future, tho there's nothing 
worth taking notice of nc ax it: For that which they 
call the Caſtle of Aghrimis only an old ruinous Build- 
ing, with ſome Walls and Ditches about it, and ne- 
ver has been a place of any Strength, only as it 
ſeated upon a Paſs. There are about half a ſcore 
little Cabbins on the other fide a ſmall Brook, 
with the Ruins of a little Church, and a Priory De- 
dicated to St. Catherine, and founded by the Butlers, 
the whole being at this day the Eſtate of the D. 
of Ormond. 
After things went clear on our fide, this old Ca- 
_ Taue le was taken, and a great many put the Sword in it. 
Col. Bark the Commander, his Major, Eleven Ot 
ccrs more, and Forty Soldiers were made Priloners, 
In this Battle, we took from the Enemy nine pieces 
of Braſs Cannon, which they had planted at ſeve- 
ral places to their greateſt advantage 3 all their Am- 
munition, Tents and Baggage, with moſt of their 
ſmall Arms, which they threw away, to run the 
faſter ; we took alſo Eleven Standards, and thirty 
two pair of Colours: The General rewarding every 
one that brought any inthe next day, and ſeat them 
„„ afterwards by my Lord O Bryan, as a preſent to Her 
of the Dead, Majeſty.

We loſt Seventy Three Officers, who were killed in 
this Action, with an Hundred and Eleven Wounded. 
Sx Hundred Soldiers were Killed, and Nine Hundred 
and Sixty Wounded, as appears by the inferted Liſt 
of both Horſe and Foot, given in two days after, by 
the General's Command, and ſent to the King. Nor 
are we to imagine the Number of the Dead exceed- 
ed the Liſts given in, but rather the contrary, ſince 
whatever men were wanting before , it was a good 
opportunity to fix them here : Greateſt part of our 
Wounded Men recovered again, and ſeveral of them 
were actually upon ſervice before the Sicge of Limerick 
was ended. Amongſt our dead were Major General 
Holſtaple, who commanded the Earl of Portland's 
Horſe, Col. Herbert, Col. atts, Major Devonifs, 
Major Cornwal, Major Fox, Major Colt. F 
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An Account of what Officers and Soldiers belonging 
to the Foot, were Killed and Wounded in each 
Regiment, at the Battle of Aeli, July 12. 1691.

Horſe and Foot. The Irif were nigh Twenty Thou- 


und Foot, and Five Thouſand Horte and Dragoons, - 


as appears from the moſt Rational Accounts that can 
be gathered from the number of their Regiments, and 
the Confefſion of their own Officers; fo that it may 
ſeem incredible to a great many, that in ſo long and 
ſharp an Engagement, with fo great odds and diſad- 
vantages, that we had not a great many more Men 
killed and wounded on our fide. But this ts not fo great 
a wonder in this Kingdom, it we'll look back upon 
the ſeveral Conflicts that our Anceſtors have had with 
that unhappy People: tho in this laſt War, four parts 
in five of theſe againſt us were degenerate Exglih. Nor 
ever were they under ſo good Diſcipline, or yer ſo u- 
nanimous formerly as now, which no doubt made the 
Battle much ſharper ; tho it may ſeem ſtrange that 
thoſe of the Exeliſb in Ireland, that are Roman Catho- 
licks, ſhould out of their blind Zeal to Popery, ſo 
quite forget from whence they came, that they joyn 
with the meer 1ri{,againſt all the Ties of Nation, Blood, 
and indeed of Intercſt, But as the Nature of Man is 
apter to degenerate than improve; fo do the Exgliſh 
oftner fall in love with the Barbarous Cuſtoms of the 
Iriſh, than on the contrary. Hence we read of the 
Earl of Deſmond's —— the Engliſh were 
taking away their Fſtates and Countrey 53 and adviles 
the Iris to join with him in their Defence: and yet his 
own Family had not been then in Ireland, above three 
Generations, and not that difference of Religion be- 
tween them and the Natives as now; and it's obſerva- 
ble that ſeveral Families removing out of England 
into Ireland, call themſelves by the Counties 8 
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July from whence they came, ſor two or three Generations, 
15 9 1. and then forgening thoſe, they often turn meer Triſh ; 
por put a drop of Wine into a pint of Water, and it 

preſently fo far incorporates, as you can by no means 
"diſcern it : ſo is it often with an Eeliſß Family that 
has the Mis fortune to be planted amongſt the meer J. 
i; for it ſoon becomes of the ſame ſtamp with them- 
ſelves. The conſequence of which has been lookt upon 
to be ſo pernicious to the Engliſh Intereſt in that Coun- 
try, that not only the Exgliſb have been forbid Coha- 
bitation with the iſh; but there was a time when 
Thomas Lord Barrongh, then Lord Deputy of Ireland, 
amongſt other luſtructions, had Charge to enquire what 
Engliſh Uzdertakers had, contrary to their Covenants, faf- 
fered Iriſh Mer to Inhabit their Lands.

Which 
that ſet them puts me in mind of a Story that I have heard relating 
a work. to the former Wars, when ſeveral of the Ii Nobi- 
lity and Gentry aſſembled at Kilkenny, were conſult- 
ing what means to uſe for the driving out of Olrver 
Cromwell, then lately Landed with an Army from Eng. 
land ; & after ſeveral propoſals, all which were found 
difficult. My Lord Clanmaleraa well meaning Gentleman 
amongft them, but who ſeldome uſed to make Speeches, 
he now ſtood up, and after a profound ſilence, and great 
expectation, he py adviſed them by all means to 
je with Cromwell, and ts eſponſe his Intereſt heartily, 
as the only Expedient to Ruine 1 : and then to con- 
firm his Opinion he gave them ſeveral inſtances of their 
being unate to their Friends and Confederates 
formerly. As to this laſt Effort of theirs ( which yet 
I pray God may be ſo) it was no leſs unhappy than any 
ofthe former, ſince before that, Ireland was in the faireſt 
way imaginable of being made for ever an Eng-

Alrim, with an Account of a Prophecy, which the 
Ii had of a Battle to be fought at this place. I was 
told by a Gentleman, who lives now in that Neighbour- 
hood, that at leaſt a year before the Battle was fought, 
. ſeveral of the Ulſter Creights, driving their Cattle 
that way, ſome of them askt this Gentlman the name 
of that Caſtle, who when he told them that it was 
called Agbrim : one of them replicd, that wes the place 
where 4 great Battle was to be fought 5 and that the 
Exgliſh men ſhould think then Coats too heavy in climb- 
ing up thoſe Hills. This was alſo mentioned by Col. 
Gerdon O Neal (found ſwipt amongſt the Dead 
next day, and made a Priſoner ) and ſeveral other of 
the lriſb Officers after the Battle, which kind of Predi- 
(tions are never rightly underſtood till they are paſt- 
for the Iriſb interpreted this to lignifie the Emg/s/h mens 
running away from them, bur they found it by expe- 
rience, that the Engliſh thought their Coats too heavy 
inthe purſuit of the Enemy: tho ſome ſay this Pro- 
phecy is meant of the Hills near Ardee, the day before 
the Battle at the Boyz, which was ſo Hot, that very 
few were able to carry their Coats. Nor is there any 
other people more Superſtitious in this point than the 
li ; and yet ſome of their Predictions are very re- 
markable, eſpecially at Kingſale, when the Spaniard; 
landed there, where the Lord Montjoy, then Lord 
Lieutenant, was ſhewed the Ground ſeveral days be- 
fore,whereon the Great O Neal was defeated by him. 
And this was done by an old Prophecy, which pun- 

X tually 
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July wally named and deſcribed the place. Towirck 
1 6 9 1. the end alſo of the former Wars in Jreland, whillt 
WY Triton lay before Limerick, my Lord Broghill was fe 
with a Detachment out of the Army to a place called 
K nocknaclaſby, to obſerve a Body of the ne: My 
Lord found (everal people got there before him, on 
purpoſe to expect the fate of the laſt Battle of Ireland 
to be fought on that Ground, as their Prediction run; 
and tho = Iriſh Forces were as then not upon the 
Spot, yer it ſo fell out that the Battle was fought 
there ; the Iriſþ Routed, and this the laſt Field- Con- 
it that happened during thoſe Wars. I have heard 
allo ſome of the Iriſþ tell us before we got theither 
that we ſhould not ſucceed at the firſt Siege of L. 
werick : and they had no other reaſon for it but becauſe 
one of their Propheſies ſaid ſo. 

But I have ſpent too much time in theſe trifles, and 
therefore to return: Whoever have been concerned 
in like Caſes, may eaſily imagine what ſatisfaction it 
was to the General and whole Army, to find 
themſelves entirely Maſters of the Field, and their 
Enemies all diperfed 3 but the day being gone, and 
few of our Tents come up, the men were ordered to 
lye upon their Armes all Night : their dead Adver- 
Gries (who two hours before had made a conſiderable 
Buſtle ) lay now very quietly by without diſturbance. 
Next day the General ordered a publick thankſgiving 
to be kept, through the Army, tor this happy Victory, 
and gave command that all our own dead ſhould be 
Buried. and thoſe of the Enemy alſo that lay on the 
ground where our Tents were to be pitched. But the 
reſt ot the I-1ſþ remained ſtill unburied, no luhabitant 
being leit in that part of the Countrey to perform it; 
for it has been an Ancient Cuſtom amongſt them. till 
to remove out of the way with their Cattle and all 
their Subſtance, at the approach of an Enemy: And

Stephens : but they were forced to return for want of 
Proviſions, which has fince fruſtrated more well con- 
trived deſigns, and great Expeditions, than any other 
Accident. But this was not our caſe at this time. 
and the greateſt miſchief that happened by the Ii te 
moving, was to have the Carcaſſes of their Countrey- 
men for want of Burial, expoſed to the Birds of the 
Air, and the Beaſts of the Field; many Doggs fre- 
vent ng the place afrerwards and growing ſo herce by 

m4 mans Fleſh, that it became dangerous 
for any ſingle man to paſs that way. And there is a 
true and remarkable Story of a Grey hound belonging 
to an Ir1þ Officer : the Gentleman was killed — 
ſtript in the Battle, whoſe Kody the Dog remained 
by night and day; and tho he ted upon other Corps 
with the reſt of the Dogs, yet he would not allow 
them or any thing elſe to touch that of his Maſter. 
When all the Corps were conſumed , the other Dogs 
departed, but this uſcd to go in the Night to the ad- 
jacent Villages for Food, and preſently to return a- 
gain to the place where his Niaſters Bones were only 
then left: and thus he continued till Janwary tol- 
lowing, when one of Col. Foulks's Soldiers being 
1 = hand, and going that way by chance, 
the Dog fearing he came to diſturb bis Maſters 
Bones, few upon the Soldier: who being ſurprized at 
the ſaddenneſs of the thing, unflung tas Piece, then 
upon his back, and killed the poor Dog. 

Next morning after the Battle, one Fitz-Gerald

The fame day Bri 
Eppinger. with a Party of 1200. Horſe and 
ards Porturones and Banober, 


all laſt Winter. And on the 146. thoſe places were 


Surrendred upon Condition to march out with 
their Arms and Baggage: Firſt towards our Camp, 
where they had liberty to lay down their Arms, if 
they pleaſed ; or elſe to go on towards the Irifb 
Army. Longhrea, Melick, and other places there- 
abouts were alſo Deſerted by the Iriſh, who moſt 
of them took towards Limerick, as the ſafeſt place 
ot Retreat : whither they went in no kind of order, 
but rather like people going to a Fair, the Roads 
as they paſſed being full of Hampers and other (tuff, 
which they had been in too great baſt to lug along; 
yet that very night after the Battle they R and 
Plundred one another upon the Road. That Evening 
it was ordered that all the Officers that were not up- 
on Duty, ſhould beat the General's Quarters next 
Morning at ꝙ of the Geck, to attend the Funeral of Ma- 
jor Gen. Holftaple : and what Soldiers would bring in 
Mus kets to the Artillery, - ſhould have 6d. a piece for 
them : by which means they brought in a great many 
Waggon loads full of the Arms loſt and thrown a+ 
way by the Ii; and tho the price was reduced to 
two pence afterwards, yet there ſtill came a great ma- 
ny in. Our Hoſpital was then pitched at Garbally, 3- 
bout three Miles nearer Athlone : and it was likewiſe 
ordered that if there were any Sick or Wounded 
men that were not fent to the Hoſpital, they ſhould be 
brought to the Artillery at Five in the Morning,where 
they would find Waggons to carry them to Athloxe,

This place we found Plundred by the — Army, as 
well their own People as the Englih ; the lviſb Soldi- 
ers giving their Countrey-men this reaſon for what 
they did, that they had better be Plandred by their own 
people, than grove what they bad to the Engliſh Army, who. 
would certainly ſtrip them in 4 day or two more.

found not above 30 Iriþ Cabbins in all the Town, 
moſt of which were deſerted too, and the Inhabitants 
with the reſt of the Neighbourhood, towards, 
Mountains of Slewbanghty.

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There was a Religious Houſe in the Town, built x 
fiſt, by Miles Bruningham , in the Year 1241; 
and tho it had been defaced when other Monaſterics 
were luppreſſed, yet the Ii had pretry well repaired 
it agam. But upon our Approach, the Monks had left 
their Houſe, and greateſt part of their Books, By 
the Ruines of two Churches, within the Walls, and 
another Religious Place or two without, « a 1 
a Town of ſome Amiquity ; and I find this tobe the 
place where Braningham defeated the Iriſh, and flew 
Eight Thouſand of them; the Town being walled 
afterwards, with the Money raiſed of Armour, and 
ſpoil gotten from the Ii; for every one of the 
2 that had double Armour of the Iriſh, gave 
one half towards the Walls of the Town; of 
which Braninghamw was made Baron, and one 
John Huſſey, a Eutcher , did wenderful Feats that

Ee $irmiſhes happened hereabours, 
between the Exgliſh and Irifh, and the Town it ſelf was 
burnt in Queen Elizabeth; time, by the Mackas Earl's, 
the Church not eſcaping; one of them ſaying,npon his 
being told rhat his r was buried in it, That if fe 
were aide, he would ſooner burn her, and it together, than 
that any Engliſh Charle ſhould jortifie there. Soon after 
this, 2000 J. Tax was laid by the Lord Deputy to 
Rebuild the Town 3 but as they were about it, and 
the Work well nigh finiſhed, the New Gates were ſet 
on Fire again, by my Lord Clarrickards Sens, who paſ- 
led the Shannon, and changed their Exehſb, for 755 
Apparel, then ſackt the Town, drove away the Va- 
ſons, and defaced the Queens Arms. This place it 
ſtems has not been very conſiderable ſince, by reaſon 
of the Condition we found it in.

ceive the Engliſh Army; they ſtript the Inhabicans, 
and burnt the Place, at ſuch a time, when the People 
not only expected ro get in their Harveſt, but alſo hoped 
for the Protection of the Exglih Army; but found the 
contrary, as well to their diſappointment as loſs. This 
Town is dignified with an Archiepiſcopal Scat, and i; 
that where the firſt Caſtle that ever was in Ireland. 
to any pile of Lime and Stone, was built in the Year 
1161. by Rotherick O Connor, the Monarch; and tor 
the rarity called Caſtrum Miriſrum. The Inhabitants: 
here inform us that the Town was burnt in the former 
Wars, by O DonnePs Grandfather, who turning about 
from a riſing Ground, and beholding the Flames, he 
tell down dead from his Horſe, without ever ſpeaking 
another word. With the Pillage of this Town, and 
ſome other Places of the Country about, Balderock, 
and his Party, marched toa Place called Cong, amongſt 
the Mountains, in the County of Mayo; his Men were 
then dwindled away, and not above Six Hundred in 
Number. So that he was fo far from being ſerviceable 
to Galway, that his Deſigu was to keep amongſt the

governed by a Provoſt, then Sovereign and Baylitfs, 
then a Mayor and Bayliffs, now by a Mayor and Sheriffs, 
It was moſt of it burnt in the year 1500. but ſoon rebuilt 
by reaſon of the Richneſs of the Inhabitants : the Houſes 
within the Walls are generally very ſtrong, and the 
Streets narrow: it was blockt up by Sir Charles Coot and 
Major General Ladlom in the year 1652. and ſurrendred 
to Sir Charles on the 12th, of May following, the lok 
of which carried with it at that time the Fate of 7eland, 
There lived a great many rich Merchants in it of late 
by reaſon of the conveniency of its Situation for Trade 
with Spain or France, but moſt of them are iſ, which 
might be one great reaſon to expect the having it de. 
livered upon reaſonable Terms, rather than by reſiſtance 
to have it ruined. The Town is Seated at the Foot 
of a narrow ridge of Land, having Ga/lowayzBaz on the 
South and South-Eaſt, a large River coming from Lough 
Cerbe on the Weſt, and towards the North there lies 4 
low Bog, through the midſt of which runs a narrow 
but deep River proceeding from the Great one that 
flides by the Town: this River and Bog cach about 
a Mile and an half towards the North-E2ft, and then end 
together, the River finking under ground at the Foot 


of a large Hill; but appears again at an Old "— 
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Oras More, where it runs into the utmoſt Creek of the 
Bay. The Ridge of Land betweert the Bog and the 
Bay towards the Eaſt is but very narrow and may with no 
great 3 be Forvified, without which the Town is 
not to be detended fince an Army may approach under 
covert of this Ridge within leſs then an hundred Yards 
of the Town- wall, where there is a riſing Ground that 
overlooks a great part of the Town. There had becn 
ſome works upon the neck of this Ridge in former times, 
and the French had begun to repair them, but had not 
brought them to any perfection ; the Iriſþ however were 
hard at work upona Fort at the end of this Ridge, and 
gh the South Eaſt Corner of the Wall, they had levelled 
the Hedges nigh the Town, as alſo the Suburbs te- 
wards the Eaſt-Gate,and ſeveral very ſtrong Works were 
calt up to defend that part of the Town : within the 
Wall on that fide there ſtands a round Citadel with eight 
Guns, having a Platform nigh it of ſix Guns more, at 
the South-Eaſt corner of the Wall were eight or ten Guns 
planted z there ſtands alſo a T urret towards the middle of 
a large Curtain that runs along next the Bay, on which 
were three Guns, and towards the River they had planted 
five more, which with thoſe that lookt towards theWeftand 
North, made in all about forty fix Guns, moſt of which 
wereamounted upon little mean Carriages,ſomething like 
thoſe they commonly bave on Ship: board. We had no 
oppoſition at all in approaching the Town, but the 1riſb 
that they might do ſomething, burnt my Lord Buffs 
Houſe ſcated by the River _— Mile from the Town, 
ſome. of them ſtaying in the Orchards till they were beat 
from thence by a Party of our Horſe ; they burnt allo 
their Suburbs towards the North- II/ Gate, and made a 
ſhew as if they were preparing for a vigorous reſiſtance. 


Aſſoan as a part of our Army was drawn as near as the u . 
General thought convenient, he ſent a Trumpet to the Sunmoned, 


Y 2 Town, 
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Fuly, Town, profering them the Benefit of the Lords Juſtices 
1691. late Declaration if they would ſurrender without any 
further trouble, whilſt the Trumpeter was in Town, the 
Iriſh fired three or four great Guns, which is not uſual 
in ſuch Caſes z but they pretended afterwards that it was 
done by ſome Gunners that knew not of the Trumpet: 
being there 3 the Anſwer however ſent by my Lord 
Dillon, who was Governor, was tothis effect, Tu Moe. 
-fiewr de Uſſone, who Commanded in Chief was of the ſame 
opinion with himſelf and the reſt of the Officers, and that 
they were reſolved to defend the place to the laſt, That 
Afternoon was ſpent in the poſting of our Army, The 
Iriſh ia the mean time firing their great Guns from the 
Town, tho with little loſs to us, becauſe of the conveni- 
ency o-Ground we had to Encamp on. There were 
only three Ships left now in the Bay, who anchoring 
nigh the Town, they made off from the Shoar as the 
Army marched in. And there was a Propoſal offered to 
make all our Tin Boats into four Floats,and put two ſmall 
Field. pieces upon each, with which we were to attempt 
the ſcizing the Ships in the Bay, for it was ſuppoſed that 
if the Ships had Guns, yet our Floats would be fo flat 
as to lie under them, and ſo we might with no great danger 
either board or fink the Veſſels, but aſter having made 
the Floats and mounted fome of our Guns upon them, 
the defign was found impracticable for ſeveral! Reaſons, 
and we had an opportunity of lamenting our misfortune, 
in not having at that time ſo much as one Exgliſh Frigat 
near us. The Boats therefore were to be imployed other 
ways, for as ſoon as it was grown dark Lieutenant 
General Mackay, with Colonel Tit, Colonel St. 
Johns, Monfieur Cambons, Lord George Hambleton:, 
one Dutch, and a Daniſh Regiment of Foot, with four 
Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons were wafted over 
the River, about two Miles above the Fown . 
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break of day our men were all ſafe on the other ſide, 
meeting with no oppoſition, only a ſmall Party of Dra- 
goons fir'd at the firſt Party that landed. and then ſcoured 
off 5 whether the Iriſh really expected Balderoch O Donnell 
to come into Town that way is uncertain, however we 
had now deſtroyed all hopes of it, and be retired again 
imo the County of Mas, from whence he writ to the 
General as has been faid. On Sunday in the Evening, 
not many hours after we appear'd before the Town, 
one Captain Bowrk deſerted from the E@my, and gave 
the General an account, that the Fort the IriÞ were 
making towards the Sourb- Faft was almoſt finiſhed, and 
therefore the ſooner it was aitacked, it would be the 
eaſier gained, and that it was neceſlary for us to take 
asthem to keep it, becauſe it commanded a great part of 
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the Wall on that fide the Town. N: xt Morning early 4 rort takes, 


Count Nen with a Party of Granadcers and two 
Regiments of Foot was conducted by Captain Bark 
the ſafeſt way to attack this Fort: (Major General 7al- 
waſh would needs go a Volunteer as he uſually did( when 
it was not his turn to command) we mannaged it ſo well 
that our Granadeers were got almoſt to the Foot of the 
Enemies works before they Ciſcovered us, upon which 
the Iriſþ made fome faint firings, but our men then 
ruſhed ſorwards. and threw in their Granado's,which ſoon 
forced the Enemy to retire by a Line of Communication 
that was drawn from the Fort to the Town: we loſt 
in this Action only a Licutenant and five Men, having 
two Licutenants and eight men more wounded , and 
after the Fort was in our poſſeſſion the Iriſh fired both 
ſmall and great ſhot upon us from their Walls, by which 
they wounded ſeveral, and killed one Mounſieur Ma- 
droxet, an Ingineer, as he was giving Orders to the Work- 
men. 

That morning five Troopers deſert from Bulderocks

my beyond the River, they ſtill made ſhew of re. 
fiſting, and burnt all the Suburbs on that fide the 
Town, which were very large, and the Iriſh the rea- 
dier to deſtroy them, becauſe moſt of the Houſes 
thereabouts had formerly belonged to the Engliſh. A. 
bout ten a Clock, and whilſt-their Suburbs were yet in a 
flame the Iriſh beat a Parley, the Governour ſending 
a Drummer wk a Letter to the General to defire a 
ſafe Conduct for ſome Perſons to come out in order to 
a Capitulation : To which the General returned a @- 
tisfactory Anſwer, aud preſently a Ceſſation was com- 
manded between the Camp and Garriſon, thoſe in 
Town crowding in great numbers upon the Walls, and 
our Souldiers going to the out ſide of the Iriſh Works, 
enquiring each for their Friends and Acquaintance in 
one anothers Army. 

In the afternoon Hoſtages were exchanged in order 
to a Treaty, Thoſe on our ſide were Lieutenant Ce- 
lonel Parcel, Licutenant Colonel Cost, and the Mars 
queſs de Rhada, Licutecant Colonel to my Lord Cutts. 
The Enemics Hoſtages were Lieutenant Colonel Linch, 
Licutenart Colonel Burk, and Lieutenant Colonel Rey- 
ley, The Articles were not agreed upon that day, and 
the Iriſh prevailed with the General to continue the 
Ceſlation till Tueſday at ten a Clock ; which time be- 
ing come, the Genera! ordered cight Guns and four 
Mortars to be drawn down to that Fort we took 
the day before, and there to be planted, then ſent 
a Drum to command away his Hoſtages ; but che Iriſh 
had ſome debates amongſt themſelves, not that they 
pretended to hold out the Town, but about the me- 
thod of Surrender, and the Subſtance of their Artis 
cles. Their delayes however made the General im- 

patient 
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patient, and he ſent once or twice to haſten their Re- 
ſolutions : At laſt Lieutenant Colonel Bark one of their 
Hoſtages was permitted to go in, Major General Tal. 
waſh, as was believed, being inclined to lay the Trea- 
ty afide, deſired him, When they were ready to begin 4 
freſb , to gize us a fign to ſecure our ſelves , by firing « 
Gun into the Air: The other replied, That they would 
not fire from within ti'l we provok'd them to it from with- 
owt : But after ſome further time it was agreed to, that 
next Suudaꝝ morning, the Town ſhould be delivered up 
upon the following Articles.

cumſtances, they did not manage i in procuring for 
themſelves thoſe Terms which they had, tho the 
General might ſafely cendeſcend to grant any thing in- 
cluded in the Lords Juſtices Declaration, which both the 
Articles of Gallwray and Limerick are. At the ſame time 
that Gallmay was Capitulating, there came a Drum from 
Limerick, which put us in hopes that ail was over, and 
that they had a mind to make Terms not only for 
Gallway but for the Iriſh Nation in general, but it was 
only about the exchange or releafing of ſome Priſoners, 
which at that time could not be granted, or rather it 
was to underſtand what became ot Galiway that fo the 
others might take their meaſures accordingly, 

Alloon as the Articles were ſigned, William Robin- 


fon iq; Deputy Pay-maſter to the Army was ſent into 


Town to take an Account of the Stores, and 7acſday 
in the Afternoon we took pole lion of all their Out- 
works, the Enemy diſmounting all their Cannon alſo, 
and thus we continued a Friendly Correſpondence til. 
Sund i the 26th.when about ſeven aClock in the Morning 
Monſtcur d Offore the French Lieutenant General came 
to our Camp and ſtay d about half an hour trom whence 
he had a Guard for his Perſon to Conduct him towards 
Limerick: \ir Heuer, Bellafis being p pointed Gore rnor, 
he marchcd to the Town v 1th his own, Cotoncl Erarers 
and Colcnel FArbgrts R giments, and bout nine a Clock 
he took Pollctiion of all the Guards. The Iriſh belore 
they marched out were dividing ſome Gunpowder in 
the Street, which accidentally taking hre, ſome had 
their eyes blown out, others had their Hair and Cloaths 
burnt off, above twenty of them being dishpurcd by 
It 5 the ſuicennels of this Accident, bred ſome contulion 

at 
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at firſt; and three of our R. given being ther in 
Town, each fide ſeemed to fulpect ihe other, aud the 
Iriſh ſhewed ſo ne figns of being afraid that our Men 
were falling upon them, but the thing was pre ſently o. 
ver and the poor men taken care of : moſt of them that 
hapned this diſaſter going to two Iriſh Biſhops for their 
BenediCtion, who were then in the Street and ready to 
march out with the Gariſon. 

About ten a Clock my Lord Dillon marched out with 
the Iriſh Gariſon, beihg not above tuo thouſand three 
hundred men, and thoſe but indifferently armed and 
worle cloathed, they had fix pieces of Cannon according 
to the Capitulation (four of which were Iron) and 
drawn by * Teams o our Horſes, having a Guard of 
Horſe and Dragoons from our Camp to conduct them 
to Limerick At twelve a Clock the General himſc if 
went imo Town» being attended after his entrance by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, the Recorder making a 
Speech to with him Joy. 

ſn the Evening one Captain Brian O Neal with 
moſt of his Company deſerted from the Enemy, as 
did alſo ſeveral others, and taking the Oath of fidelity 
to their Majeſtics were either diſmiſt to their ſeveral 
Habitations, or elſe were entertained in our Army as 
their fancy led them. We found ſeveral Guns in Town 
unmounted, and two or three very fine Braſs Guns 
which they had not planted in any place to be made 
uſe of, there was alſo good ſtore of Ammunition left, 
belides eight hundred Hogs-heads of Meal, and other 
things of value, 

July the 27th. That part of the Army encampt be. 
yond the River under Lieutenant General Mackay 
marcht through the Town, and our men were ſet to 
work in improving the Fort which the Iriſh had for- 


merly begun towards the South-Eaſt Corner of the 
Wall

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Wall, fix of our Guns were likewiſe ſent into Town 
fince we had furniſhed the Iriſh with Draught · horſes for

towards Airs Court a well improved place and a good 
_— all about, but upon occaſion of the Waters 
being {welled by the former days rain, or elſe through 
the miſtake of Orders, the Army encamped that night 
in three ſeveral places, which had been a good oppor- 
tunity for a vigorous Enemy to endeavour the retrieving 
ot their Loſſes, but the Truth of it was, they were 
at too great a diſtance for any ſuch Attempt. 

And lince we have brought the Army to the end of 
this month let us leave them a while on their march 
towards Limerick, and bricfly give an account of what 
hapned much about this time in ſævcral other parts ct 
the Kingdom, 

July the 1ſt. Lieutenant Colonel Dem en marcht with 
a Party ot the Militia towards the Comorra Mountains 
not far from Waterford where he killed three Rap: 
paree>z and Major Stroud being one of the Ofhcers ap- 
pointed by the Government to Command the Militia 
in the County of Cork, killed ten Rapparees near Ba. 
Cleugb ; and in ten days there were ſixty more killed 
in that part of the Countrey adjoyning to Bandon, by 

Liu. 
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Lieutenant Colonel More and others of the Militia, and 
Colonel Blunt killed five near Caſte'l. | 

In the beginning of April one Duppine obtained Let- 
ters Patents for the ſetting up a Linnen Manufacture 
in Ireland, this was very taking at firſt, and a great 
many of the Chief men in the Kingdom liad ſhares in 
it. On the 826. of Ju the Lords Juſtices wi h ſeveral 
of the Nobility and Judges met at the Thai in Da- 
lin, and there admitted feveral new Members of the 
ſaid Corporation, but what this project will come to 
in this Kingdom is as y ct uncertain. 

The fame day our Smirna Fleet came into the Har- 
bour of Kanal, and we had an account that our 
Grand Fleet was then nigh Cape-Clere 

About this time five and twenty Rapparees were 
killed near Moxn!

Country; two hundred Horſe and Dragoons were 
ſent abroad to diſcover the Truth of it.

Booty of Cattle, and nigh the ſame time one Barry 
a Captain with ten of his men deſerted from the Ene- 
my.

effetted his bufineſs without being diſcovered, a 
ſome other people ſeized upon ſuſpition of doing it, 
he gave alſoa good Account how Matters ſtood then 
with the Iriſh, that their Horſe add Dragoons cal- 
led 5000 in number, were encamped beyond the River 
in the County of Clzre, that a vaſt number of Creights 
and their Cattle were all drawn towards the Town,and 
that the bad weather was as injurious to them as us, in 
that moſt of their Foot were in the Town, and in their 
works, which lying low were almoſt filled with Water, 
but that they had demoliſhed ſome of their new works 
on this ſide the Town, leaſt their men ſhould deſert 
from thence to our Army; and that the Iriſh talked 
of a Pacquet-Boat come from France, by which they 
were encouraged to hold out having promiſe of Pro- 
viſions, and immediate Succours to follow : The fame 
day a Trumpet was ſent to Limerickabout the e 
of ſome Priſoners we then had with the Iriſh that were 
taken formerly upon ſmall Parties in the Country. And 
on the 2cth, two Troopers and a Dragoon deſert from 
the Enemy, but the weather was now ſo very bad that 
the Army could not move, and it was much feared that 
our Guns would not be got up the ways were grown 
ſo deep, however our men were not idle, but in the 
midlt of all the rain and wet they made Faggots, and o- 
ther necellary Preparations to being the Seige. The 
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The General had now ſome ſuſpicion that Balderock O Au. 1691.

But this was only Miſinformat ion, for O Donnel made 
it appear afterwards that he was ſincere in his Iatentions, 
and that he had no mind to join with Sir Teague O Rega, 
as was ſuſpected. The 21# the Badneſs of the Weather 
increaſed, and ſeveral Regiments were forced to remove 
their Camps,the Water overflowing their former Ground. 
Major O Conner and nine more deſert the Enemy, and 
inform the General, that if we had cither of the Paſſes 
at Killalow or Bryans- Bride, a great many of the Enemies 
Horſe and Dragoons would deſert. And this Evening our 
Tinboats came up to the Camp, being brought by Water 
from Athlone towards K;Valow. 


The General taking notice of the extravagant Rates Orders about 
the Sutlers and others that furniſhed the Camp with Pro- aſcertaining 
viſions, had raiſed their Goods to, he ſent out an Order Provifcas.

And that no Perſon ſhould preſume to exceed thoſe Rates, 
on the Penalty of — his Goods, and ſuffering a 
Month's Impriſonment. But they preſently found out a 
Trick for this, and called all Drink that came to the 
Camp, Dablin or Wicklow Ale; and were ſo far from 
obſerving this Order, that Drink growing ſcarce towards 
the cloſe of the Campagn, they ſold their Ale at 14 & per 
Quart. Another Order was likewiſe publiſhed about the 
buying of Cattle, as followeth.

e Hat all Perſons may avoid the buying of Cattle of 
C the Officers and Souldiers, which has hitherto 


bern attended with great Inconveniences, Ihave 


* fit to order and declare, That whoſoever ſhall buy any

* Abuſes, I do farther direct, That whoſoever ſhall dif

This Order was dated the day before, and now pub- 
liſhed in the Camp, which prevented a great many Fol- 
lowers of the Army from commitring ſeveral Diſorders, 
that of themſelves they were very much inclined to. 


Auga# 
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AaguZt 22. the Weather begun to amend: and Francis An. 1691. 


Barron Eſq; was ſent by the General to the Squadron of 
Ships then in the River, with Orders for them to fail 
nearer the Town. The 234 two hundred and fifty freſh 
Draught-Horles were ſent out to haſten up the Train; 
and each Regiment was ordered to make ready 2000 Faſ- 
cines to begin the Work at Limerick. One Dowdall a 
Counſellor, and Sheldon a Lieutenant in the Iriſh Foot- 
Guards, deſert: and two Troopers and a Sutler were 
condemned at a Court Martial, the two Troopers for 
robbing, and the Sutler for buying Goods of them, con- 
trary to the General's ſtrict Orders. That Evening alſo 
our Guns came within ſight of the Camp: and the Wea- 
ther now ſeeming to promiſe us our wonted Succeſs, the 
General reſolved ro move forwards ; but fince the Iriſh 
Army were all in and about the Town, and twas proba- 
ble they might deſign us ſome Trouble in our Approach, 
therefore it was o that at break of Day next Mor- 
ning the Army ſhould be ready to march, but without 
beat of Drum; ſix hundred Horſe, three hundred Dra- 
goons, and one thouſand Firelocks, and two hundred 
Granadeers out of each Line for an Advance-Party : theſe 
were to march in two Lines at the Head of either Wing, 
with four Field-pieces each, and twenty five Pioneers a 
iece to cut down any Rubs that might be in their way; 
the whole Body of Horſe were to march after the de- 
tached Foot, with each Man three Faſcines before him, 
which they were to leave where ordered; ſo that the 
Enemy might ſee we were reſolved to ſpare no Pains, ra- 
ther than go without the Town a ſecond time. Then all 
the Foot were to march, and after them the Train; and 
no Baggage whatever to march near the detached Party, 
who were to march directly to the Quakers Houſe, and 
there to make a Halt till the Foot came up. Then the 
Right Line to fall into the * on the right Hand, =

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the Left Line on the other Road from the Quakers Houſe : 
and all to draw up afterwards in order of Battel; fo to 


march cafily towards the Town, making ſeveral Halts to 


obſerve the Enemies Motion. Theſe Orders I have {:r 
down, to ſhew the Reader the Method of approaching 
Towns, when an Army expects Oppoſition from an Ene- 
my, though the Iriſh did not give us much diſturbance in 

this. But before we leave Cæriganlef, I know not whe. 
ther it may be worth che Reader's while to be informed 

of a Tradition that the People in the Neighbourhood have 
concerning 2 old Caſtles that ftand nigh half a Mile from 
this place, and not above a ſtone's caſt one from another : 

they fay that in former times two Brehons,or Iriſh Judges, 

lived in thoſe two Caſtles, who hapned at laſt to have 
ſome Diſputes about their Properties; and their Wives, 

though they were Siſters, uſed to ſtand upon the Hattle- 

ments of their own Houſes, and ſcold at one another for 

feveral hours pe which at length one of them be- 
ing weary of, {he found out a Trick only to appear and 

begin the Fray, then ſhe would place an Image that ſhe 

had drefs'd up in her own Clothes, in ſuch a poſture as 

her Siſter could not diſcern it from her ſelf at that diſtance ; 
who not ſenſible of the Cheat, ſhe uſed to ſcold on, and 

at laſt fretted her ſelf to death, becauſe ſhe could not be 

anſwered in her own Language. But I'm afraid the Wo- 
men in this Country will ſcarce pardon this Scory : And

When greateſt part of our Army was got up, our De- CL; 


tached Body of Foot, under the Command of Lieut. 
Gen. Mackay, was ordered to Attack Ireron's Fort, and 
the old Church-Fort, where we expected the Enemy had 
lodged a Party; our Men made a Line croſs the Fields, 
= ; were ſuſtained by ſeveral entire Regiments of Foot, 
and a Body of Horſe, We advanced towards both the 
Forrs at one time, and found the upper one deſerted : 
and when we came almoſt within Muſquet-ſhot of Ve- 
1ox's Fort, the Iriſh quitted that alſo, and retired towards 
a little ſtone Fort nigh the Outworks of the Town. 
Our Men ſeeing them draw off, ruſhed forwards and fi- 
red ; bur to no great 5 ſor the Enemy, aſter ſome 
faint Returns, preſently lodged themſelees in the other 
Fort: And towards the Evening Count Naſſas with a 
Party attacked Cromwe/'s Fort, ſtanding to the left of the 
other, which the Iriſh had made pretty defenſible, and 
wherein they had then about 500 Men lodged : Our 
Granadcers were in the Front, who were faluted with a 
Valley of Shot from the Enemy ; bur this being a thing 
they were now pretty well uled to, they ran forwards, 
and threw in their Granades ; and then being followed 
by the whole Party, the Iriſh in leſs than half an Hour 
left the Fort to our Diſcretion: We had only two or three 
killed, and the Enemy about ten, though ſome made 
them a great many more. 

Oliver Cromwel, in the former Wars of Ireland, never 
went ſurther than Cloxmel; tor there receiving Orders 
from the Parliament to go for England, he entruſted the 
Management of the Army to Ireton ; who at the beſieg- 
ing of Limevich, built ſeveral Forts; two of the moſt 
remarkable, bearing the Names of Iretow's and Crom» 
nel s, were now ordered to be called Mackay's and 72 

4 8 
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An. 1691. ſas's Forts, becauſe gained under thoſe Commanders; and 
Auen. by thoſe Names we ſhall call them for the future, when 
& there is occaſion to mention them. When we came up 
towards the Town, we found a Man newly hanged up- 
on the Gallows, who the Iriſh ſaid was an Officer of 
theirs, and put there for endeavouring to deſert to our 
Army. The General having ſome Intimation of a Sal- 
ley deſigned from the Town that Night, and judging it 
not improbable, ſince they had ſo good a Body of Horſe 
behind it, he commanded therefore 1 Horſe ſhould 
not unſaddle, but each Troper to lie all Night by his 
Horſe's Head, to be ready upon the firſt Alarm. Col. 
Donep, who commanded our advance Party of Horſe, 
was killed that Evening by a random Shot ; being a Gen- 
tleman who had a very good CharaQter, both among the 
Danes and Engliſh. 
The 26th all our Train came up, as allo a — many 
Carriages with Bombs, Ball, Shovels and Pickaxes, and 
800 Barrels of Powder. This Night we broke Ground, 
and made our Approaches with no great loſs, caſting up 
ſome Works nigh the Shannon _— the Weſt, behind 
which the Danes encamped, and maintained that part of 


the Work _ the Siege. We improved alſo theſe Forts 


deſerted by the Iriſh, and drew a new Line from the old 
Church Fort to Mackay's- 

The Prince of The 27th in the Morning the Prince of Heſs with his 

mn Arne] own Regiment, Col. Tiffiz's, and Col. St. John's, five 
pieces of Cannon, and about 700 Horſe and Dragoons, 
marched to Caſt le-Connel, which we had not blown up 
effectually laſt Year, and wherein the Iriſh had now a 
Gariſon of 250 Men. They refuſed the Prince's Proffers 
ro them at firſt ; but afrer two Days Siege, were con- 
tent to be all made Priſoners of War. The ſame Day 
Maj. Gen. Screvemore went with another Party, and four 
Guns, to Carick-a-Gunnel, a Caſtle upon the River, three 


miles 
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miles below the Town, wherein was a Gariſon of 150 As. 169r, 


Men, who alſo ſubmitted to be Priſoners of War, as did 
one or two Caſtles more; the leaving theſe Detachments 
in ſuch places being very inaccountable, ſince they had 
a mind to defend them no better. This ſeems rather 
want of Inſtruftions what to do, than Courage to per- 
ſorm it; for to give the Iriſh their due, they can detend 
ſtone Walls very handſomly. We read that Sir George 
Carew, Preſident of Munſter in Queen Elizaberh's Time, 
took the Caſtle of Dunboy in the Weſt of Ireland by A.- 
fault, where the Iriſh made the moſt reſolute Defence of 
any of the like nature before or ſince; for the Gariſon 
being 130 choice Men, were all either killed or hanged 
for holding out ; and ſome of them defended the very 
Vaults _ whole Night, though all the reſt of the 
Caſtle was taken; and one Mack Geog bag an being deſpe- 
rately wounded, when he ſaw the Engliſh enter the 
Vault, he endeavoured to caſt a lighted Candle into a 
Barrel of Powder to blow himſelf and them up toge- 

ther; but was prevented in his Deſign, and fo died. 
The Iriſh planted two Field-pieces on the oppoſite fide 
the River, by which they obliged two Regiments of our 
s that lay cloſe to the Shannon to remove; but 


as ſoon as we bad placed ſome Guns to flank their ſmall 


Battery, they drew off. Orders were given to fit up 600 
Bombs, and 1000 Hand-Granades : and in the Aſter- 
noon eighteen of our Ships came up the River, within 


a mile of the Town, and fired ſome Shots iato the Iriſh Our Ships 
Horſe-Camp as they failed along, they being encamped — 


at that time nigh the River, at a place called Craig hin- 
lagh : This put ſeveral of the Iriſh much out of Coun- 
tenance, for till then they were made believe, that either 
we had no Ships in the River, or elle thoſe we had would 
quickly be ſwallowed up by the French Fleet, which they 
hourly expected. . 
The 
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The 28th an Order was ſent to Kjaſale, for the reſt 
of the Proviſiop-Ships then in that Harbour to fail tothe 
Shannon. And the General went on board ſome of thoſe 
Ships that came up the Day betore, giving Command to 
bring on ſhoar ſeveral Pieces of new Cannon and Mor- 
tars; which was performed on the 29th. And all the 
Priſoners that had been taken in ſeveral Caſtles, being 
about 400 in number, were ſent towards Clonmel, with 
a Party of Horſe and Dragoons. to guard them. This 
Evening our Line of Circumvallation was finiſhed, and 
our other Works, by hard labour, much improved; the 
Enemy playing hot upon us from the King's Caſtle, and 
three more Batteries. Our Buſineſs was now to taiſc a 
Battery for ten Guns and ſeven Mortars, -w hich was per- 
formed before next Morning; and Aug the zoth our 
Guns and Mortars were drawn down to it: the tirſt be- 
gan immediately to play on Thowmond-Eridg, and the 
Houſes on that fide the Town; at Night alſo our 
Bombs began to fly with pretty good Succeſs, 101 being 
thrown betore next Morning. ; 

The Enemy now deſert Kyjllmallock, a Town upon the 
Road between Cork and Limerick, whither the Iriſh 
flocked in great Numbers in former times, to welcome 
the Earl of Deſmond out of England, who was ſent over 
upon ſome Reaſons of State by Queen Elizabeth ; their 
firſt Salutat ions were to throw Wheat and Salt upon him 
in token of Peace and Plenty: But next day, when they 
ſa him go to Church, they fell ro murmur, and ſpit 
at him, and never would own him more: And fo hate- 
ful was not only our Religion, but even the Civil Ha- 
bits and Caſtoms of the Engliſh to {ome of them, that in 
the ſame Queen's Reign it was with much difficuiry that 
ſome of the Iriſh Nobility could be perfwaded to put on 
their Robes, when they were to appear in the Houle ot 
Lords in time of Parliament. And I have heard it N 

lu me 
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firmed by thoſe that knew it, that even in this laſt War, Auguſt, 


and (if I am not much miſtaken) in the Parliament 
that was held at Dublin by the late King too, it was pro- 

ſed by ſome, to deſtroy all fine Houſes, and every thing 
elſe that look d like Improvement, and ſo return to the 
former barbarous way of living of their Anceſtors, that 
it might not be worth the while for England, or any 
other Nation, to ſeek a new Conqueſt over them : but 
theſe Men did not conſider that Exgland has been at too 
much Expence, and is now too well acquainted with 
Ireland, ever to be without it. 

Auguſt 31. One Capt. Morice, a Lieutenant, and ele- 
ven belonging to Sir Donald O- Meals Regi- 
ment, deſerted from beyond the River, and tell us, that 
the Enemy were mightily apprehenſive of our getting 
over ; but that their Horſe and — — would endea- 
your to watch our Mot ion, and do all they could to pre- 
vent us. Our Batteries plax very hard all this Day; and 
at Night, four out of each Troop of Horſe and Dra- 
goons throughout the Army, were ordered to work at a 
new Battery, to the Right of the former, and ſomewhat 
nearer the Town ; they wrought very ſtoutly, and fi- 
niſhed their Battery before next Morning. This was a 
thing very unuſual for Horſemen, eſpecially to work in 
Trenches ; but there was in a manner a Neceſſity for it, 
for our Foot were upon Duty by whole Regiments eve- 
ry ſecond Night, beſide Detachments and Workmen 
upon ſundry Occaſions every Day : And therefore Adju- 
tant General Withers was commanded to order the Re- 
giments that marched to the Trenches, not to mount 
with Colours, that the Enemy might not be ſenſible how 
faſt our Duty came upon us. 

The fame Day a Party of four hundred Horſe was 
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ſent abroad to ſcour the —_— And Brigadeer Le- eſe far ns 
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Auguſt, veſon, with ſeven hundred Horſe and Dragoons, went 
1691. into the County of Kerry, to reduce the Iriſh in thoſe 
parts: Which ſome of the Inhabitants in other Places 
will needs call the moſt natural Iriſh in the Kingdom; 
and yet they ſay, every Cow-boy amongſt them can 
ſpeak Latin, on purpoſe to ſave them from the Gal- 
lows, when they come afterwards to be tried for 
Theft : For though there be very fevere Laws againſt 
it, and often put in Execution ; yet Robbing, Plunder- 
ing or Stealing, are accounted but ſmall Crimes amongſt 
the Natives, if not done to their Lords or Followers : 
for what they could purchaſe formerly, they thought it 
clear Gain, and Caſtles built to ſecure it; which thie- 
viſh Spirit is not as yet quite baniſhed that part of the 
Country, nor ſcarce any other part of the Kingdom, 
And though this fort of People have been always bo- 
ſerved to have dexterous Faculties at more kinds of 
Miſchiefs than Stealing: yet it's no new Complaint, 
That by long Uſe it grown to 4 miſchievous Cuſtors is 
Ireland, that Rebels and Maleſaitors might, with the 
Money they had got tem by Pillage and Plunder, when they 
fet Places on fire, procure for themſelves Protettions, 
aud eſcape without Puniſhment. Cox, Vol.x. p.41 5. Briga- 
deer Leveſen, at his going into Kzrry, found the whole 
Country up in Arms againſt him; my Lord Merians and 
my Lord Brett's Horſe being there to aſſiſt the Rappa- 


recs. 
About a Mile above Limerick, there lies a ſmall Iſland 


in the Shannon, called St. Thomas's Iſland, where for- 
merly ſtood a Chappel dedicated to that Saint, but now 
ruinous, though at preſent there are two or three ſmall 
Houſes in the Iſland, and ſome little Incloſures. Here 
the Iriſh had kept ſeveral of the Proteſtants belonging 


to the City, under a Guard, for ſome time paſt; and 
gow 
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now they were relealed by Major Strosd, who kept 
Guard at Anightexs with a Party of the County of Cork 
Militia ; the Ixil 
Guard coming oft alſo with them. But what can be a 
ter Teſtimony of a rapacious Humour than this ? 
2 ſome of the Militia ſtripp'd their Fellow · Proteſtants 
of what the Iriſh had left them, as they conducted them 
from the Iſland to our Camp; which I would not have 
ſaid, but that I had it from the Mouths of thoſe very 
People that were ſo ſerved ; who during their ſtay in 
Town with other Proteſtants of all forts, had ſbewed the 
greateſt Affection and Compaſſion imaginable to thoſe 
of our Army that were Priſoners there : but now the 
Scene was altered ; and all the ſhift that themſelves could 
make for ſome days, was to make up little Places to creep 
into amongſt the Faſcines that lay on heaps by the Gene- 
ral's Quarters, till our Waggons carried them farther off 
into the Countrey.

Enemy fired very briskly all Night, and did us ſome Da- 
mage. The Battery raiſed by the Troopers was allo im-

* whereas ſince the Battel of Aghrim, and the Surrender 
of Galway, the Farmers, Cottiers, and other Inhabi- 
tants of Connaught, had withdrawn themſelves, ſo 
that there were not Hands ſufficient to get in the Har- 
veſt ; It was therefore proclaimed, That all Farmers, 
« Cottiers and Under-Tenants following the Enemies 
Camp, that ſhould within fifteen days return to their 
« Habitations in Connaught, and apply themſelves to the 
* bringing in the Harveſt, they ſhould not only quietly 
and peaceably enjoy their ſeveral Farms as they for- 
* merly did, &. but ſhould be fully and abſolutely pro- 
© tected, if not guilty of private Murder. And that all 
*« Perſons that would mow the Graſs, and reap the Corn 
upon the Land of ſuch Abſentees as would not return 
« themſelves, ſhould have one half of ſuch Corn and 
« Hay to their own proper Uſe, and be protected in the 
6 quiet and peaceable Poſſeſſion thereof, ving them. 
« ſelves as good Subjects, and bringing the other half to 
«* ſome convenient Place upon the Farm for the King's 
Service. 


But how good ſoever the Deſign might be, I heard of 
little Effect this Proclamation had: for ſeveral of the Iriſh 
laſt Spring had plowed and ſown their Lands in Con- 
naught, hoping we would never come thither ; and thoſe 
that did not plow, expected to come over, and get e- 
nough on our fide the Shannon: but when they were diſ- 
appointed in both theſe, they would yet goa with 
the Crowd in _ of returhing again in a {mall time. 
And it's obſervable that there have not been ſo many Mar- 


riages

riages for many Years before amongſt the Iriſh, as was Avgef, 


laſt Winter in Limerick, Galway, and all Connaught over; 
whether it was out of confidence that they ſhould cer- 
tainly be Maſters of the Kingdom after all, or elſe that 
they were crowded into a narrower Compaſs, and ſo 
had the more Opportunities of Courting, I leave others 
to judg.

By Letters from Caſbell, Auge 5. the Government 
had notice that great Heats and Debates aroſe daily a- 
mongſt the great Officers in the Iriſh Army; and that 
ſome Perſons endeavouring to off for France, were 
forced back again, and the Ship taken, wherein the 
Goods. belonging to Monſieur Saint Ruth, the late Ge- 
neral, were on board; and that ſeveral Ladies were 
forced aſhore in K{yrry, or obliged to return to Lime- 
rick ; and that a Privateer brought into Rye a Prize of 
fix Guns and fix Patereroes, bound from Limerick to 
France, having ſeveral Paſſengers on board ; amongſt the 
reſt, my — who was killed in the Fight, 
as were ſeveral more killed and wounded on both 
What Letters and other Papers they had, could not be 

for they threw them over-board. 

Nigh this time Colonel Mitche/bars with his own 
Regiment, and a Party of the Militla, invelt Sligo; 
— Terms were propoſed, but not agreed to, as is al- 
ready ſaid. 

Part of the Virginia Fleet, being ſeventy two Sail of 
Merchant-Ships, came into nale Bay on the twelfth

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1 Auguſt the 13th, three Leagues Welt of Cape Cles, 
1e. 2 — Man of War met with 14 Engliſh 57 bn, 
9＋ Mien homewards bound from Antego, Mevis and Monſe. 
rat, and took two of them, the reſt eſcaping into Cort 
and Baltimore Havens, Two of our Men of War went 
in queſt of the French-man, but could not meet with 
him. My Lord Kjsſale leaves the Enemy, and cams 
to Kjnſale : and ſeven Rapparces were killed at a place 
called Montervary in the County of Cork. Croneen, De- 
vane and Sexton, three noted Rogues, were killed; and 
one Murphey taken near Macroomp by Major Fenwick. 

Augu# the 16th, ſome Iriſh Idiers that eſcaped at 
the Battel of Aghrim, and afterwards ſet up for them. 
ſelves, took a Prey of Cattle near Kinſale, and drove it 
fifteen Miles; but being purſucd by a Party of the Mili. 
tia, four of them were killed, and the Prey recovered. 
Nigh the ſame time a Dutch Veſſel loaden with Wine 
and Salt, came into Bantry Bay; and ſome of O Donevan's 
Men ſurprized her at Anchor: but Col. Beecher with four 
Boats, manned with a Party of his Militia, came about 
trom the Iſland of Shartin, and retook the Ship, forced 
twelve of the Iriſh into the Sea, who were drowned, and 
took twenty four more of them that had got into their 
Boats.

Eptember the Firſt, Col. Weolſley, with a Party of 
500 Horſe and Dragoons went towards Kilalow, it 
being reported that Sarsfield was moving that way, up-

Ee 2 Night, 
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Night, and that Morning, our Bombs and Cannon plaid 
upon the Town, ſetting it on fire in ſome Places, which 
was no {mall trouble to thoſe within to put it out. It 
was ordered that Afternoon, that moſt of our Guns and 
Mortars ſhould be ſhipp'd again ; and at Night Maj. 
Gen. Tettas commands in the Works. A little after our 
Guards were relieved, we underſtood the Irifh deſigned 
a Salley ;/ in order to which, a conſiderable Body of their 
Men advanced towards our Works, between- Naſſas's 
Fort, and the great Battery where the Earl of Droghed:s 
with his Regiment was then upon Duty. His Lordſhip 
ived the Iriſh were coming, and therefore ordered 
is Men not to fire till they ſhould advance within Pi. 
ſtol-ſhot of us, and then to give them a whole Volley: 
But the Souldiers perceiving the others A ch, would 
not forbear to ſhoot — them, which was the rea- 
ſoa that the Iriſh could not be perſwaded to advance any 
further, though they had then a very good Opportunity, 
ſince there was but one Regiment at that time to defend 
above 300 Yards of the Works. We had one Man kill, 
and two wounded; and were in a {mall time reinforced 
by Col. Venners Regiment, and a Party of Horſe were 
ſent don, to remain all Night as near the Works as they 
could conveniently. The Guns plaid, and Mortars alſo, 
for ſome part of the Night; but the General ſaw that our 
Batteries were too far off, and theretore new Meaſures 
were conſulted on. 

The Second in the Morning early, came an Expreſs 
from Brigadeer Leveſon, then at Newmarket, or there- 
abours, to acquaint the General, that having intelligence 
otr Monday in the Evening, where my Lord Merios's and 
my Lord Britt#'s Regiments of Horſe lay; he march'd 
as privately as he — way ; and about one a Clock 
in the Morning he fell in with them, killing ſeveral, and.

A Council of War was this day held, and alſo a Court 
Martial, whereof the Earl of Drogheds was Preſident ; 
u which, amongſt other things, a Woman was condem- 
ned for endeavouring to intice ſome of our French Soul- 
diers into Town, w ſhe took to be Roman Catho. 
licks. This — — great Mortars, 18 Inches and 
an half Diameter, that were — danny Ship-board, 
were mounted, and ſeveral Bombs t n; but they did 
not do the hoped-for Execution: which occaſi the 
draw ing them and the Guns off from the Batteries, with 
adclign to attempt ſomething; elſewhere, or, if it could 


be, to paſs the River: which che Enemy having private 4 peſgn to 
notice of, they removed their Horſe-Camp about two hee 


Miles to the North-Eaſt of Limerick, poſting four Regi- 
meats of Dra to guard the Shannon below An- 
bege, where they had three Regiments of Foot lay in- 
trenched. The Cannon however had been ſo troubleſom 
to the Inhabicants, that moſt of them left the Town, and 
encamp'd under Sheets and B'ai1kcers, with what elſe they 
could procure, oigh a Party of ther Horſe, where they 
and their Army wanted nothing lo much as Salt- Phe 
General ſceing the Enemies Camp removed, went to a 
canvenicat Place to view them.

ter the Engliſh Town more eſſectually. This Place in 
our publick Accounts was ſaid to be within Carbine ſhot 
of the Wall, and yet it was at leaſt 300 Yards from it. 
Nor was there any Conveniency to raiſe a Battery any 
nearer againſt this part of the Town, by reaſon of the 
River to the Right, and a low Moraſs Ground on the 
Front. But ſome Diſputes about this new Battery were 
raiſed before it ſelſ, though at laſt it was ed on —

A Continuation of the Hiſtory 

September the 8th, our new Batteries were all ready ; 
one to the left of ten Field · pieces, to ſhoot red hot Ball; 
another to the right, of 25 Guns, all 24 and 18 Poun- 
ders ; and in the Center were placed eight Mortars, 
from 18 Inches 3 quarters, to 10 Diameter: thele ſtood 
altogether upon the North- caſt of the Town nigh the 1. 
ſland: then there were 8 Guns of 12 pound Ball each, plan- 
ted at Mackay's Fort; and ſome alſo towards the River on 
the South-weſt, where the Danes were poſted : Thoſe 
fell to work all at a time, and put the Iriſh into ſuch a 
fright, that a great many of them wiſh'd themſelves in 
another place, having never heard ſuch a Noiſe before, 
nor I hope never ſhall in that Kingdom. One of the 
great Mortars had a Shell burſt in her, flin ing the Mor- 
tar and Carriage nigh two yards from the flooring; which 
is demonſtration, that the firing the Fuſe betore you 

ive fire to the Mortar, is neither the readicſt nor the 
ſafeſt way ; but this was the method of all our Foreign 
Bombardeers : tho one Lieut. Brows, afterwards at Mar- 
kay's Fort, made uſe of a much better way, as ſhall in 
time be related. We threw Bombs, Fire-balls and Car- 
caſſes all day long, and our Guns were diſcharged almoſt 
without ceaſing; by which there appeared a conſidera- 


ABreach made ble Breach in the Wall, within the King's Iſland, be- 


tween the Abbey and Bal's Bridg; and our Bombs, 
Fire-balls and Carcaſſes, had the like ſucceſs upon the 
Houſes in Town. 

The gth more Proviſion-Ships are ordered from Cort, 
under the Sm-irns-Merchant. We improved our Forts be- 
tweenthe old Church and our great Battery; and our Guns 
fre all day at the Breach, by which it was widened to a 
great Degree, and alſo a great many Houſes beat down: we 
diſmounted alſo two Guns from a Spur in the King's 
Iſland nigh Bals-Bridg, and play'd from Mackay's Fort

Enemy had caſt up a Blind to prevent our beating YN 


down Balls-Bridg, but as our Battery was planted, 
the Blind was ineffectual, though we did not mind 
the Bridg much on that Side. A great many Bombs 
and Carcaſſes were thrown into Town, which ſer 
it on fire; and we underſtood afterwards that ſeve- 
ral People were killed in the indeavouring to quench 
it, That Morning all the empty Casks in the Army 
were ordered to be taken up and carried to the Artillery, 
where they were to be made uſe of when there was oc- 
caſion for Floats. The Enemy that Afternoon made a 
Pretence of ſallying; and ſome of them came out to ſe- 
cure a Ditch not far from our Batrery, but were ſoon re- 
pulſed, and ſeveral of them killed, with the Loſs of one 
Granadeer on our Side. There was alſo a Work begun 
cloſe to the River-Side, adjoining to the Iſland, bur the 
Spring-Tide over-flow'd it next Day. Though ſeveral 


Woolſacks were carried down in order to make an At- Some thoughes 
tack upon the Iſland, and from thence upon the Breach ; * ir 


but this being found difficult, the Woolſacks were left 
with a Sentinel upon them at Night; which the Iriſh 
perceiving, ſome of them came over the River in the 
Night in Cots, and burnt ſeveral of the Woolſacks, 
the Sentinel looking on, and alledging for an Excuſe, 
That he had no Orders to fire. The General gave Com- 
mand to draw off the Guns from Mackay's Fort, to ſome 
more convenient Place: Bur Colonel Wythers, Adjutant 
General, informing him what Execution ſome that were 
planted there did in the Town the Year betore, he or- 
dered them to continue firing, which they did to very

In the Morning one Capt. Dobbin, a uarter- 
moſter, ard Serjeant, deſert the Enemy, and told us, 
thatthe Bombs did great Execution in the Town, and had 
killed ſeveral : Our Guns kre very hard all that Day, and 
in the Evening a Bomb fell into a ſtore of Wine, Brandy, 
Oats and Bisket, ſpoiling a great part of it. The Town 
was alſo fer on fire in ſeveral Places, which burnt great 
part of the Night: And that Evening two Mortars 
were brought from on Board, and planted at Marta

pace; therefore Orders were given to fit up Kllmallck 
for a Place of Stores. And, 
Col. Ea ſent On the 13th the General ſent Colonel Earl into Exg- 
neo ENG. J, to acquaint her Majeſty with the preſent Circum- 
ſtances of Affairs; that if we ſhould not take the Town 
this Scaſon, it would be abſolutely neceſſary to ſend 
more Frigats, in order to block up the River Shannon, 
ſince Capt. Cole that commanded, and other Marine Offi- 
cers then in the River, had given it under their Hands, 
that they could poſt twenty Frigats ſo advantageouſly 


towards the Mouth of the River under ſome Iſlands, 


that they ſhould be able to live all Winter, and keep off 
twice the Number, if any Artempt ſhould be made by 
the French towards the Relief of the Town ; and that in 
the mean time the Army was to make as nigh a Blockade 
as they could. This was but melancholy News to both 
Officers and Souldiers, who were all willing to undergo 
any Hardſhips rather than go away without being Ma- 
ſters of the Place. 

The 14th ſome Dragoons with an Officer deſert the 
Enemy ; a Sergeant of theirs gave us notice where their 
Ammunition lay, and our Guns fire very hard all Day 
at the Place, the General and all the great Officers con- 
tinuing the whole Afternoon at the Battery, and were 
very well pleaſed to ſee a Bomb blow up ſome part of 
their Powder. At Night our Works were double 
mann'd, and our great Guns beginning to the right, the

and ſeveral Miners were at work upon them.

as a Blind, to a Deſign at Night ; being a great many Men 
at work all day to prepare our Tin-boats and Floats.

ry diligent and forward upon all Occaſions, fince the be- 

ginning of this War. 

In the Evening it was ordered that four hundred Gra A Party order. 
nadeers, ſo ſoom as twas dark, ſhould parade at the Head 5, mens 
of Major General K;rt's Regiment, from whence they 
marched about nine at Night, being joined with fix hun- 
dred Workmen, with the Tin-boars, and ſuſtained with 
five Regiments of Foot commanded by Major General 
Talmaſh, and a Body of Horle and Dragoons under Ma- 
jr General Scravemore, with (ix Field-pieces. Thoſe all 
march to a Place of the Shawzow about two Miles above 
our 
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September, our Camp, and by twelve at Night begin to lay the 
1691. Boats over. In the mean time the Granadeers com- 
WW YM manded by Sir Devid Collier, with Capt. Kytchmay of Sir 
John Hanmer's, Captain Alnut of my Lord Drogheds's, 
Captain Parker of Colonel Guſtavus Hamilton's Regi- 
ment, another Captain, and eight more Officers, were 
wafted over by the Tin-boats into an Iſland where the 
Bridg was laying, and from whence it was fordable to 
the other ſide, beating ſome few Straglers of the Enemy 
from thence, who now and then fired at the Workmen, 
but with little or no Loſs to us; for the Night being ve- 
ry dark, and the Enemy ſecure, becauſe they judged us 
going = the Bridg was almolt compleated before they 
U it, 
A Bridg laid, he 16th at Day-light our Bridg was finiſhed ; and 
and our . Colonel Matthew's Dragoons beginning to pals into the 
4 Iſland : by which time Brigadeer Clifford had got the 
Alarm, who was not far off with four Regiments of 
Dragoons ; he ſeemed not very forward in the Matter, 
tho his Dragoons came down on foot, and pretended to 
make ſome Oppoſition, as did alſo a Body of the Enemies 
Foot, being about four or five thin Regiments, who ad- 
vanced towards the Ford, when Major General Talmaſh 
immediately commanded the Granadeers ro wade thr6: 
which done, they poſſeſs'd themſelves of an old Houſe, 
and an Hedg or rwo, about an hundred Yards from the 
Enemy ; and were commanded nct to be laviſh of their 
Shot, but receive the Enemies Fire till our Dragoons 
and ſome Horſe were got over, which were paſſing. 
Then the Enemy endeavouring to flank our Granadeers 
on the Right, the Major General commanded a Detach- 
ment of Colonel Matthews's Dragoons to beat them 
trom that Poſt : which _ done, and a good Party 
ſoon got over, Major Geacral Talmaſb ordered the Gra- 


nadcers 
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nadeers to advance, being ſuſtained by a Regiment of 
Foot commanded by Colonel Tiffin and Lieutenant Co- 


lonel Coys's Horſe. This was done; and after ſome faint 
Reſiſtance the Enemy run towards a large Bog, and a 
Wood that was in their Rear, throwing away their Gra- 
nadoes, Muskets, and every thing that proved trouble- 
ſom : our Men purſued them, and killed ſeveral upon 
the Bog, taking a French Lieutenant Colonel, a Cap- 
tain ſome more Priſoners. Our advance-Party re- 
ceived Orders to halt till all were got over, and then 
march'd to the Left up towards the Enemies Camp. But 
by this time the News of our paſſing the River was got 
to their Horſe, and alſo towards the Town, both Par- 
ties providing for their Safeties as well as they could: 
for the People that were encamp'd without, endeavour- 
ed to get into Town ; but thoſe within drew up the 
Bridg, and would not admit them; and it's al in- 
credife what a Noiſe and Confuſion there was then 
at Thoumond Gate: their Horſe tho —_— to buckle to 
Arms, and made a ſhew of fighting, which was only to 
in time to ſecure their Tents and Baggage 3 and their 
goons having their Horles ewo off at Grals, 
were forced to ſhift for themſelves. Our Horſe ex 
Orders to purſue them ; but they were comma by 
the General and Licut.

burnt by Order. We did not purſue however for fear of 
an Ambuſcade, but ſent to obſerve the Enemies March. 
The Iriſh alſo nigh the Town were very buſy in break- 
ing down two [mall Bridges croſs a Cauſey, leading to 
the Town ; but the firing of two of our Field-pieces put 
a ſtop to their Proceedings in that Place, There is a 
ſmall white Houſe about half a Mile from the Town on 
Thourmond ſide, nigh which two Squadrons of the Ene- 
mies Horſe were drawn up, and about a Regiment of 
Foot poſted in the Hedges, to fecure their Lords Juſti- 
ces, — Records, all their chief Ladies and Treaſure, 
which all were there, and had been as then no difficult, 
though a very good Prize, But after ſome of our Parties 
had ſcen them go off in the greateſt Confuſion that could 
be, we ſet two or three Houſes on fire: and ſtaying on 
that ſide till about two a Clock in the Afternoon, we had 
Orders to return, leaving a Guard in a Fort newly 
caſt up on the other ſide, to ſecure our Bridg; whenas 
it's not improbable, had we purſued our good Fortune, 
the Iriſh Horſe had been routed, and the Town deliver- 
ed upon our own Terms, 

The Iriſh had till a ſmall Gariſon in S. Thomas's Iſland, 
which now ſubmitted, where we got two pretty ſmall 
Braſs Field. pieces.

Palliſado's were brought up to Mackay's Fort, as if we 
intended to winter there : three hundred Cars with Bul- 
lets, Bombs, and other Neceſſaries come to the Camp 
from Dublin, and our Guns play ſtill from the great 
Battery. Eleven of the Enemies Troopers deſert, and 
a Standard was brought in that was taken the Day be- 
fore; and my Lord Licburn's Corps were ſent hence to- 
wards Dublin, there to be interred.

The 19th it ng reſolved to paſs the River with a 
Party, either to proſecute the Seige, or at leaſt to burn 
the Forage ; a Battery was raiſed between Ireton's 
Fort and the old Church, to flank the Iriſh in Caſe of a 
Sally from St. John's Gate, it being reaſonable to expect 
one when part of our Army once pals'd the River: and 
now our People were very buſy in lengthning our Bridg, 
which they found fome Difficulty in fixing, uſe the 
the Rains had ſwelled the River, and we had not Boats 
enough to reach over; but that Deſect was ſupplied by 
ſome large Carts and Barrels that were induſtrfouſly fixed 
next the Sides, and fo the Work was compleated, a 
Guard being always on the other Side for its Security;

manded at Thowmond Gate, fearing our Mens entring the 
Town with their own, he ordered the Draw-bridg to 
be pluck'd up, and left the whole Party to the Mercy 
of our Souldiers ; thoſe that were behind, preſſing the 
others forward, and throwing them down over the Fall 
of the Draw-bridg : then the reſt cried out for br 
holding up their Handkerchiefs, and what they 
could get: but before killing was over, they were laid 
on Heaps upon the Bridg higher than the Ledges of it; 
ſo that they were all either killed or taken, except about 
a hundred and twenty that got into, Town before the 
Bridg was drawn up, and many of thoſe cut and laſh'd

One thing here remarkable is, that Colonel Stelton's A remarkable 
Pockets being ſearch'd when he was taken Priſoner, the 
following Paper was found amongſt other things : The 
Paper it ſelf 1 have, and will not be anſwerable either 
for the Orthography or Senſe ; however take an exact 
Copy of it. And tirſt, ſomething like the faſhion of a 
Spear's Head, or a Wound as he calls it, being flovenly 
drawn upon Paper, the following Words were writ a- 
bout it.

I have more Charity for any in Colonel Skelton's 
Poſt, than to believe that he could write this Paper 
himſelf; for whoever did, underſtood neither Eng!:ſh 
nor Latin, nor yet Common Scaſe. I therefore belicvc 
it the Hand- writing of ſome poor ignorant Iriſh Prieſt, 
and kept by Colonel Skelton either out of Ridicule, or 
poſſibly out of ſome Religious _— ſince I have 
heard that they had a great many of thoſe Papers print- 


ed and kept amongſt them with a great deal of Devo- 
tion: and if we'll look amongſt them, we may find a 


great many Inſtances of the like nature, and altogether 
as great Abſurdities; for Colonel Stelton was no Iriſh- 
man, nor could he well be fond of the Fopperies of that 
Nation. In the former Wars we have ſeveral Relati- 
ons of ſuch like Religious Papers found upon the Iriſh, 
with a great many Charms, and other ſuch like Stuff; 
particularly at the Battel of Kyocknaclaſby, the laſt of 
that Rebellion, and paralle! to this in ſeveral Circum- 
ſtances : for amongſt other Charms taken at that time, 
this one is remarkable, vis. This u the Print of our L. 
dy's Foot; and whoever wears it, and ſays twenty Ave Ma- 
ries, ſball be free from Gunſbot. Cox, p. 68. 


But this Digreſſion I'm afraid is ſcarce pardonable; and 
therefore when our Men had lodged themſelves within 
ten Yards of the Bridg, (notwithſtanding an high Tow- 
er that ſtood near that Ead of the Bridg next to them)

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the Iriſh being then cut off from all Communication September,

with their Horle, and deſpairing of Succours from France, 


they began ſoon to think upon giving up the Town : but VV 


it muſt needs be — very unaccountable, that when 
they ſaw our Forces divide, and part of them indeavour- 
ing toapproach the Town on their Side, they ſhould not 
then have brought all their Army together, and given 
us Battel, rather than ſuffer the Town tv be ſurrounded : 
nor could they have been ſo pinn'd up in the Town by us 
if they really had been beat, but that their Horſe and Dra- 
goons might have fought their way out again at ſome 
time when we had not been at our Arms ; for there was 
no Forage left nigh the Town, and our Horſe could no 
more ſtay long near it, than theirs within it. But it's 
probable ere this time that they were grown jealous of 
one another, and a great many of them weary of the 
War it ſelf ; and it's as probable that if their Horſe and 
Dragoons, after a brisk Trial of Skill, had been forced 
towards the Town, they had been ſerved the ſame ſauce 
by the French Major as their Foot were; and there- 
fore they were wiſer, and kept at a good Diſtance, be- 
yond Six-mile-Bridg, and nigh En, towards whom 
the General ſent a Party of our Horſe. 

Next Day, being Wedneſday the 234, one hundred 
Cattle taken from the Enemy the Day before, and fix 
hundred more ſent out of the County of Kyrry by Bri- 
gadeer Leveſon, were divided amongſt the Army. And 
though the Day proved very rainy, yet our Guns and 
ſome Mortars ceaſed not to play upon the Town, nor 
the Enemy to fire more furiouſly than they had done for 
ſors time before. One Lieutenant Colonel Corbet came 
cf from the Enemy, and propoſed to the General the 
bringing over my Lord Tyrconnel's and Galmoy's Regi-

he might have the Command of them. Towards Night 
the Rain begun to ceaſe, and both Storms were ended 
together, for about ſix a Clock the Enemy beat a Parly 
on both Sides the Town ; one Colonel Rath coming to- 
wards Mackay's Fort, wlicre the Earl of Drogbedas's Re- 
giment then were upon Duty: But Major General Ta. 
maſh ſhortly after coming that way, and being ac- 
quainted with it, he referred the Matter to Lieutenant 
General Scravemore, and the Marquels Ruvieny. The 
General bcing then beyond the River, Major General 
Wanghap, or Lieutenant General Sarsfield went out to 
him, and a Ceſlation was concluded for that Night. 
The 24th in the Morning, Lieutenant General Fr, 
feld and Major General Waughap came out to the Gene- 
ral, and deſired it might be continued for three Days 
longer, till they could ſend to their Horſe, who then 
were encamp'd towards Clare, in order to their being 


included in the general Capitulation which —— 


ropoſed, and the Requeſt was granted. The Enemy 
d now in Town two hundred — and odd Priſoners 
of our Army and Militia, that had been taken in the 
County of Cork, and other Places, who remained there 
all the Sicge, and were pretty well look'd afrer whilſt 
the Proteſtants had leave to ftay, who were inexpreſſy 
bly kind to them; but no ſooner were they turn'd out 
of Town, but the poor Prifoners were in a miſerable 
Condition, being expoſed to the Fury of our own Guns 
and Mortars, and about thirty of them killed during the 
Siege. This Afternoon thoſe alive were brought out 
to us, and delivered between Mats Fort and the 
Town, many of them in a miſerable Condition; thoſe 
of them that were not able to walk, were 3 out 
upon poor lean Gatrons; aud ſome died upon t —

where they were ſet down, being weak, and unacquaint- Sep. 


ed with the open Air: Nay ſo barbarous had the Iriſh 


been in this Particular, that they had not ſo much as or 


dered the Wounds of ſome of our Men to be dreſſed 
that they had got in Priſon by our own Guns; but after ſe- 
veral Days keeping them in that Miſery, they brought 
them out, and made us all Witneſſes of their Barbarity : 
I give one Inſtance of a Dragoon in Colonel Matthew's 
Regiment, who had his Hand ſhattered to Pieces, and 
being never dreſ d, he died within an Hour after his 
bringing out. The ſame Day we had an Account that 
Galloping Hogan, a Fellow that had got upwards of one 
hundred Rapparees together, Horſe and Foot, and got 
much Plunder by robbing the Sutlers and other People, 
that came into his Power; he was now ſo bold as to ſet 
upon a Party of Carrs coming towards the Camp with 
little or no Guard, nigh Calen, and took away with 
him ſeventy one ſmall Horſes, thougli he durſt not ſtay 


to do any further Miſchief, 
The 25th Lieutenant General Sheldon, the Lords 


Galmoy, Weſtmeath , Dillon and Trimbleſtowne, Mack um the works 


Guire the Titular Primate, the Titular Archbiſhop of 
Caſbell, Sir Theobald Batler, and ſeveral more of the 
Iriſh Officers, came from their Horſe Camp ; and dining 
with the General, they went afterwards into Town

Fellow, and another called the White Serjcant, had been 
both in the Iriſh Army, but broke there for ſome Ro- 
gueries; and after a great deal of Miſchief done to the 
Countrey, they both got what they deſerved, the one 
being killed, and the other hanged. About this time 
one of the Militia was killed, and ſeveral wounded” by 
the Rapparces near Caper gain; but in requital the Militia 
kill five of them. 

Towards the latter End of September, two Licute- 
nants of the Iriſh Army having deſerted, and got our 
General's Paſs to go home, they were met withal by 
Hogan and his Party, and ſtripp'd of what they had; 
but neither himſelf nor any of his Crew could read tlic 
Paſs, elſe it's probable they would have ſent them the 
way they ſometimes did our Militia, when they fell iu- 
to 1 Power. Two Rapparees of one Higgins Party 
are taken; and himſelf defires a Protection.

And to conclude the Month, Hogan and his Party 
meeting with ſome of our Militia Dragoons near Ro/- 
geagh, murder ſeven of them, and the eighth hardly 
eſcaped. One Tiercy was ſeized and hanged: And one 
Purcell, after the Rope had broke with him, promiſing to 
make a Diſcovery, was ſaved, and detected four more.

have humbled them without any Terms: But beſides the 
natural ſtrength of its Situation, Lymerict is now impro- 
ved by Art to that degree, that it is very much ſtronger 
than it was when we laid Siegeto it the former year, the 
Enemy with extraordinary diligence and induſtry having 
ſince that, caſt up very flrong new Works round the 7775 
Town with great Improvements in the King's Iſland, and 
elſewhere.

That the City throughly ſenſible of the Dangersthat late-

Which Inconveniences happen'd, becauſe 
the King's of Exzgland for many Ages together were 
generally otherwiſe umploy'd; either in the Huly-Land, 
or in France, or in their Wars with Scotland, or elſe in 
that * fewd between the two Houſes of La. 
caſter, and Tork : So that they cou'd neither attend the 


Iriſh War in their own Perſons, nor ſpare a Competency 
either of Men, or Money, to compleat the Work, 
which was only begun in King Henry the Second's days, 

S 2 rather 
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rather by a few private Adventurers, than by any 
thing that had the face of a Royal Army. And be- 
ſides, the ſtanding Forces were ſeldom or never rein- 
forced out of England (that is in the times towards the 
beginning of the Eng/i/h Government) only the King's 
Treaſure there was ſpent, and holly ſpent in the 
King's ſervice ; fo that in the Reigns of four ſucceſſive 
Kings, Viz. Henry III. Edward I. Edward II. and EA. 
ward III between the Receipts and Allowances, this 
Entry is commonly found in the Pipe-Rolls, In Theſauro 
nibil; for the Aſſairs of the State, and thoſe of the Army 
ſpent 4, and that al! was not ſufficient. In the Reign 
thereiore of King Edward I. Maurice Fitz ThomasEarl of 
Deſmond, as his Anceſtor was the firſt of Engliſh Race 
that took part with the Iris againſt his Native Country 
Men, he being now Commander in Chief of the Army 
againſt the Scots then Invading Ireland, he only changed 
the name of the Ancient 17 Cultom called Bonaught, 
but began to practice the thing it felt under the names 
of Coigne and Livery and Pay, that is, he and his Army 
rook Horſe Meat, and Mans Meat, and alſo Money at 
their pleaſure, without any ſat isſact ion, ſo much as of a 
Bill. And this afterwards proved the general fault of all 
the Chief Commanders in this Kingdom, for finding 
the advantage of this way of proceeding, they begun to 
oppreſs the Poor Engliſh heavily, who rather than en- 
dure it, would give them a part of their Land to have 
the reſt free, which Land fo given the Lords put 7riſb 
Tenants upon, and — in ſeveral particu- 
lars, that ſo they might pay their Rent. And then the 
Kings of England not being at leiſure to attend the War 
in their own Perſons, they could do no leis in Honour, 
than give a great part of the Land to thoſe that Conquer- 
ed it. But thoſe Scopes of Land given at firſt to the 
Engliſh Adventurers were generally too large,and the Pri- 


viledges 
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viledges ſo great, that they begun to ſer up for themſel 

no ſealty — to the Crown by the — 
but only to their Lords, which firſt made them Proud, 
and then Contentious. Upon which account to ſtreng- 
then their Parties, they Allyed themſelves with the /riſh, 
and drew them in to dwell amongſt them, and not hav- 
i weliſh Tenants enough for their Lands, they were 
obliged to take /ri/b : By living amongſt whom, and ha- 
ving their Servants and Nurſes generally of ſuch ; 
they, and their Children, by degrees became of the 
fame ſtamp; and having no other means to pay or re- 
ward the i that were of their Faction, they ſuffe- 
red them to take Coygne, and Livery from the Engliſh 
Frecholders, which Oppreſſion was fo intolerable, as 
that the better fort were forced to quit their Free-holds, 
and flye into Eng/and, never returning more, though 
Laws were made in both Kingdoms to remand them, 
and the reſt that remained, ſoon became degenerate, 
and meer ib. 

Then the Engliſh Lords finding the Ji Exattions 
to be more — than the Engliſh Rents and Ser- 
vices, and loving the /riſ6 Tyranny which was tied to 
no Rules of Law, or Honour, better than a juſt and 
lawful Seigniory, did reject and caſt off the Engliſh 
Laws and Government, and fome with the Iriſh Cu- 
ſtoms aſſuming their very Namesalſo ; which Cuftoms 
of theirs, were all Enemies to the Engliſh Intereſt in 
this Countrey. Whether it was that called Turist 
that is, when any of their Chicftains, or Heads of 
Factions died; then the Goods of the whole Sept or 
Family were to be divided a-new ; nor did the Sons 
always ſucceed, bur ſuch of the Kindred as could — 
chaſe the Blection by ſtrong hand; by which, there 


cou'd be no encouragement, either to Build, or Plaor, 
or indeed to have any thing but from hand to mouth, 


ſince 
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ſince they knew not who might reap the fruits of their 
Labour. For tho' it's ſaid the Ji received the Chri- 
ſtian Faith above twelve hundred years ago, and were 
lovers of Muſick, Poctry, and all kinds of Learning ; 
Poſſeſſing alſo a Countrey abounding with all things 
neceſſary for the liſesof Man, yet did they never build 
Houſes of Brick, or Stone, before the time of Kin 
Henry II. (ſome few poor Religious Houſes excepted 
and when afterwards they ſaw the Engliſh build Ca- 
ſtles, they only did it for their Chiets, and not for 
themſelves; nor endeavoured they to imitate the En- 
gliſh in any ſort of Improvements, which being againſt 
all common Senſe and Reaſon, muſt needs be imputed 
to their Cuſtoms, in making all their Poſſeſſions incer- 
tain, and wou'd have hindred the improvement of their 
Countrey to the Worlds end, if rhoſe Cuſtoms had 
not been aboliſh'd by the Law of England. 

The /riſh had allo Coſherings, Fotos, and Pro- 
greſſes made by their Chief, and his Followers, among 
his Tenants, Seſſings for his Horſes, Dogs, and Boys; 
Cuttings, Tallages, and ſpendings at his pleaſure, which 
made him an abſolute Tyrant, and his Vaſſals poor 
Slaves. Add to theſe their Foſterings, the Iriſh of all 
People having the greateſt inclination to Nurſe other 
Mens Children, becauſe Foſtering amongſt them, is al- 
ways repated a ſtronger alliance than Blood ; and when 
once they have Nurſed a Child in any Family, they 
think themſelves ſo near Related thereto, that they are 
obliged to perform whilſt they live, all the faithful Servi- 
ces in their Power, and from whence ever after they txpect 
a Supply of what Neceſlaries they have occaſion for,and 
as often as they have a mind to call for them, Then 
they had Goffipred, or Compaternity ; which, tho by the 
Canon-Law a Spiritual affinity, yet no Nation ever 
made fo Religious account of it as the /riſh. Now theſe, 
and 
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and many other ſuch like Cuſtoms, made ſtrong Parties, and 
Factions, whereby the Great Men were enabled to op- 1692. 
preſs their Iaſcriours, and to oppoſe their Equals. B- 
ſides which, their frequent Divorces, their Promiſcu- 
ous Begettiog of Children, and neglect of Lawtul Ma- 
trimony, were no ſmall Temptations for vitious Minds 
to degenerate, and fall into the like Extreams. 

Thoſe were the Ii Cuſtoms which the ENI Col- 
lonies did embrace, after they had rejected the Civil and 
Honourable Laws of England, which eſpecially fell out in 
the later end of King Edward the Second, and the begin- 
ning of King Edward the Third, proving of very Fatal 
Conſequence to the Eng/i/h Intereſt in that Kingdom ; the 
degenerate Engliſh being always harder to ſubdue, than 
the Natives; tor tho their Minds and Manners were 
alter'd, yet they had fo much Engliſh Blood left in 
their Veins, as gave them Engliſh Courage, and Reſo- 
lution; whereby the Fitz Geralds, and Earl of Deſ- 
mond Rebellions were worſe than thoſe of meer 
Iriſh. 

Then Sir Je Davis proves out of ſeveral Records, 
that in former times moſt of the Inhabitants were not 
the King's Tenants, but derived their Titles from the 
Iriſh and Engliſh Noblemen, who kept an awe and de- 
pendance upon them; for tho the Kings of Eg were 
formerly owned as Lords of /re/and, yet the Lords of 1, ;,.. 
Ireland Ruled as Rings, ind were fo,ſtiled by the Kings of firmerly I 
England themſelves, as appears by the Concord made be- 
tween Henry 2. and Rotherick O Connor King of Conagbt in 
the Year 1175, Recorded by Z/oveden in this Form, Hic 
eſt finis & Concordia inter Dominum Regem Anglia Flew 
ricum filiaum imperatrict & Rodoricum Regem Conatle, 
ſeilicet, quod Rex Anglia conceſſit preditte Rederico Legeo 
Homini ſus ut fit Rex ſub co, paratus ad ſervitium ſuum, 
at bomo ſuus, Cc. And King Henry the II. making 

William 
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William Fitz Audelm his Lieutenant of Ireland, he hath 
1692. it thus in his Commiſſion ; Archiepiſcops Epiſcepis, Re. 
gibus, Baronibus, & omnibus fidelibus ſuis in Hibernia 
falutem. King John alſo granted divers Characters unto 
the [riſh Lords, under the Title of Kings ; and fo 
did Henry the IIIA. unto « Petty-King of 7houmond, 
Rex Reg! Thoumond, Salutem, Cc. Thoſe Go 
verned the People by their Bebo Laws; they made 
their own Magiſtrates, and Officers; they Pardoned, 
and Puniſhed all Maletators, and made War and Peace 
one with another, without Controulment. 
Aſter which ſeveral Attempts were made, and Re 
bellions, more or leſs, broke out in every King's Reign. 
And to omit thoſe of Perkin Warbeck and others, in the 
Reign of Henry 7. The Rebellion of Firz Gerald and 
the reſt of that Faction in King ZHnry 84's time, in 
the Year 1535. colt England Forty Thouſand Pounds, 
a Summ reputed fo great in thoſe days, and fo much 
diſturbed that bluſtering Prince, that he eaH{ed the ap- 
aſing this Rebellion a New Congueſt, and put the 
Queſtion to his Council, how elan ſhould be mana- 
ged to bear the Charge of its own preſervation, and 
whether by Act of Parliament every Man's Eſtate ſhould 
not be made liable to contribute irs proportion? or 
wehther by Virtue of this New Congueft, the King might 
not ſeize on all the Eſtates of that Kingdom Temporal 
and Spiritual? Cox 2.42. 
A S:«ute « But tho' this wou'd not do, yet he found out ano- 
caſt Aer ther way to make a Statute againſt Abſenters, whereby 
i a great part of the County of Carlow was taken from 
the Duke of Norfolk, and other Lands from other great 
Men, and from ſome Monaſteries in England that held 
Land in /reland, for that by the abſence of thefe, and 
the neglecting their own private Eſtates (whereby — 
Iri 
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Irifþ daily gained ground) they brought the Publick 1692. 
into danger. However this Rebellious Spirit continued . 
in /reland all Queen Elizabeth's time, even to the ninth 
of 1 the Firſt, as Sir Jobn Davis obſerves ; 


but if had lived in our days, he wou'd have ſeen 
good reaſons to lay it was alwrys the Genius of the People, 
And one Mr. Lawrence has ſince that, 'xnde:voured to 
prove that /reland was never intirely ſubjected to the 
Crown of England, nor the L1nds properly called the 
King's Lands, until the Act of Settlement paſſed in the 
12:h Year of King charles the Second; for before 
this, the Chief Iahabitants in all Cities and Towns were 
Papiſts, as Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Cc, by which 
means that Party was wonderfully encouraged and 
ſtrengthened ; and beſides, the /ri/b before the late Re- 
bellion, were by far the greateſt Proprietors, tho' af- 
terwards they enjoyed not much above a fifth part of 
the whole (that is in propriety) by which means, and 
the induſtrious Management of ſome of the Chief Go- 
vernours, the Exgli/b Intereſt was very far advanced 
in this Country before the death of King Charles the Se- 
cond ; for tho ſome Clouds aroſe before, yet the Sun 
* ſhone pretty clear, till the Death of that Monarch made 
it more than Twilight with the Fegliſb of that Coun- 
try;and then the late dark Night of Contfufion approached 
ſo ſuddenly, that it gave them no time to ſer things in 
Order, till they coud not in a manner fee where they 
were a going: This put a full ſtop ro the Carreer of 
all their Proſperity, for a great many conſiderable Build- 
ings, and other {mprovements in and about Dablin, and 
other places in the Kingdom, being p etty far advanced at 
that Juncture, they were left off very abruptly,the Work- 
man throwing away his Tools, and the Husbandman 
ing his Plow at the News, as if they had then 
foreſeen their ing Miſery, and were amazed 
to find the /riſb arm ſo faſt on all hands, by which

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1692. they were aſſured that other forts of Weapons than 
LY YN they had uſed for the Country's improving, were ſoon 

like to grow more in faſhion, and that to the undoing 
of what themſelves had ſo honeſtly endeavoured to 
make up. So that the /riſh were not then, nor indeed 
are as yet ſo ſubdued, as that no further Storm may 
ever be feared to ariſe from that corner, 
And certainly the not thorowly endeavouring to 
make Ireland bear the Charge of its own preſervation, 
ſrelani ſud has in all Ages been very much to the diſadvantage of 
ne England. But to carry this no higher than the Year 
is own Burden, 1595, the time of Tyrexe's Rebellion, which Cambden in 
his Annals tells us coſt x1987174 to ſuppreſs. Or if 
we compute the Charge ot its firſt Conqueſt, and the 
ſu preſſing the ſeveral Rebellions from that time till this 
of Tyrone s, to coſt but double as much as this did, (as 
they needs muſt, ſince before that, Ireland never enjoyed 
ſeven Years peace at one time.) Then, I ſay, long ere 
this, all thoſe Rebellions had been ſorgot, and the Trade 
and Product of Ireland more than trebly recompenced 
England for her former Blood and Treaſure : But 
as the Degenerate Engliſh grew more and more in 
love with the /riſh and their Cuſtoms, and ſo took their 
part againſt Exg/and: The Charges encreaſed to more 
prodigious Sums; and they generally make uſe of ir 
as a great Argument for what they did of late, that it 
was the Blood and Treaſure of their Anceſtors that firſt

which in time will make their Party Conſiderable ; for 
the People of Erg/and live better than the Scors at home, 
and ſo are not ſo eaſily invited to look abroad. Where 
as the Scots their part of Ireland by this means in a few 
Years is like to be more than it has been. And as to the 
Iriſh, every one ſees their indefatigable Induſtry in pro- 
moting the Intereſt of their own Party,no diſcouragements 
being able to blunt, but rather ſerve to th their en-

And therefore it's bet- 
ter for them to have their old Eg Friends they have 
been fo long acquainted with, than run the hazard of ei- 
ther ſetting up new Tyrants of their own, or having 
them come to em ſrom abroad. 
Beſides, if the Egli, Intereſt were ſtrong and power- 
ful in /reland, this wou d cut off the hopes of all dilaſſect- 
ed People for ever thinking to withſtind it, and wou'd 
make them reject all Tenders from abroad, and latice- 
ments from their Jeſuited Prieſts at home, and never wou'd 
they more run ſuch deſperate Risks which til] fall upon 
their own heads at laſt ; fo that it the Exgliſh Intereſt were 
ſo fortified, that all hopes of removing it were cut off, the /- 
riſh would not be prevailed upon to make ſuch deſtructive 
attempts to themſelves and Poſleritics, as they often have 
done hitherto by the Inſinuations of their Prieſts, who 
have nothing to loſe, nor Families to provide for, but onl 
hazard the Lives and _—_— others that have bork.

D Clergy, they keep them in ſuch Aue and I nce, 
that they ſcarce dare, or can enquire into the diſſerences 


in Religion, nor Read the Scriptures, or yet confer with 
any Proteſtant Divine, ſo that all they generally know of 
Religion (I ſpeak of the Vulgar Sort) is ſome Fabulous 
Legends of the Prieſts Invention, or that their Fathersor 
Families were of that Perſuaſion,and ſo muſt they be alſo : 
But tho' they be much given to Lying, yet they are not 
in the main fo ill-natured as ſome People make them, 
ſince they own our Baptiſm and other Inſtitutions to be 
Eſſential, and will of their own accords come to us, when 
they have not the conveniency of a Prieſt, ſeveral in- 
ſtances of which, I could give of my own Knowledge. 

There are a great many very Learned, Pious, and 
Devout Clergymen of the Proteſtant Church in Ireland, 
diſcharging the Duties of their Function, with ſuch Re- 
ligious and Godly Sincerity, as becomes the Meſſen- 
gers of Chriſt : But there being a great many Impro- 
priations in that Kingdom ; and by this means, half a 
ſcore Pariſhes in ſome places, not able to afford one 
Hundred Pounds per Amun to a Miniſter, this has given 
eccaſion for the Union of ſeveral Pariſhes, and not only 
ſo, but for frequent Pluralitics, and that in ſeveral pla- 
ces, very much to the diſadvantage of the Church, by 
which means there are a great many Pariſhes Inhabited 
only with Papiſts, which for that Reaſon are generally 
called Sine Cures, as if the Miniſter had no Buſineſs 
there at all. But this I can by no means Subſcribe unto, 
ſince to me they ſeem to be the clean contrary, and not 
impoſſible to remedy, by finding out ſome means to al- 
low each Miniſter a Competency, and then oblige him 
to reſide upon it, whether his Pariſhioners be Fapifts or 
Proteſtants ; ſince the Living among thoſe People, and 
the frequent Converſatian with them, wou'd be of more 
force than all the Penal Laws in Chriftendom.

firſt Converted them, when they were Infidels, to the Faith, 
were able to pull th m from Idolatry and Paganiſm, to the 
true Belief of Chriſt ( as St. Patrick and St. Columb) how 
much more caftly hall Godly Teachers bring them to the Un 
derſtanding of that, which they already Profeſs ; if they 
did but ſhew as much Zeal in diſſwading them from their 
Errors, as the Prieſts do Care and Juduſtry to keep them 
in them, 

However, thus far Spencer ſeems to be in the right of 
it; That True Religion is not to be planted by Penal 
Laws, or the Terrour of Puniſhment, which may fill a 
Church with Temporizing Hypocrites, but never with 
Sincere Profeflors ; for tho Humane Laws are a good 
Hedge about Religion, and an Encouragement to Vertue, 
yet that which is ſolely founded upon ſuch, binds the 
Conſcience no longer than thoſe Laws are in force. 

But u hat I am lorry to ſee ſo true, is, that /d/eneſs is the 
malus Genius of that Kingdom, and except you can per- 
ſuade the People to be Induſtrious too, as well as Reli- 
gious, you are not much nearer the matter, for they are 
Naturally a lazy Crew, and love nothing ſo much as 
their caſe, and if an /ri/bman has but a Cow and a Po- 
toe Garden, it's all the Wealth he commonly aſpires — ;

For ſuppoſe 
French (till a match for our Fleet (which! will 
never be now whilſt che World ſtands) the French 
Invaſion deſigned upon glad, tho there be a Factious 
and ugnaturally diſcontented Party there, that are no 
well wiſhers to the preſent Government, vet there are ſo 
many Loyal and True Hearted Exg/iſt- Men ſtill left at 
home, that all the Ships in Fraxce are not able to Tran- 
ſport Men enough from thence to ſubdue them, ſince we 
know their affection to both the French and ib that are 
with them, thould they once indeavour to look into Eng: 
land, whoſe Strength is in the Hearts and Aſſections of 
the People, intirely devoted to Their Majeſties Service. 

I allow that 20000 well Diſciplin'd and Experienc d 
Men are able to beat four times the number of Raw un- 
experienc'd Country People, but then I leave the gi 
ſtanding Army, and a well Diſciplined Militia, eſpecial- 
ly in and about the City of Laden, tor ſhew how un- 
welcome the French wou'd be to them. 

And as for Scotland, its Soyl in moſt places is Natu- 
rally poor and barren, and an Army of Foreigners 
Landed there, muſt either cat Heath or one another in 
2 ſmall time, —— they —— _ for admit 

have Proviſions brought by Sea into their Harbours, 
— in few places is fo level as to admit of 
either a marching Train of Artillery, or of Proviſion 
Waggans, which an Army has no Buſineſs any where 
without, and ſoon wou d very fooliſh for want of, 
ſuppoſe but an indifferent Enemy to oppoſe them. 

Then as for an lavafion to be made upon Ireland; the 
Country is already fo deſtroyed by the Seat of 
War, that whoſoever attempts it, muſt bring all from 
abroad likewiſe, as well Horſes as Proviſions, which is

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no eaſie Task of it ſelf, fuppoſe no oppoſition either at Sea or 
in the Country; but then our Garriſons eſpecially upon the 
Coaſts, are made ſo ſtrong to our Hands by the ib them- 
ſelves by the help and directions of the beſt French Ingi 
neers and are Manned with part of an Experienced and Vi- 
ctorious Army, that it will not be the work of a few days to 
pick any of them out of our hands, ſince there is Ammuniti- 
on, Artillery, and Proviſions ſuitable to each Garrifon's 
Neceſſit ies. 

And as an advantage to the eſtabliſhed ſtanding Ar- 
my now in Jreland, conſiſting of Colonel Woolfley's 
Horſe, Colonel Wyms, and Colonel Eitel, Dragoons, 
Sir Jo. Hanmer's, Briggidecr Sar, Colonel Gau 
Hambleton's, Earl of Drogheds's, Sir Henry Bedi, Co- 
lonel Roe's, Colonel Coot's, Colone! St. Jabs, Colonel 
Muthelburms, and Colonel Creighton's Foot, beſides Co- 
lonel Frederick Hambl:tons, and three French Regi- 
ments, all upon the 7-i6 Eſtabliſhment, as alſo the karl 
of Donegal's Foot, and Colonel Cannringham's Dragoons 
now raiſing ; beſides all theſe, I fay, what deſerves no 
mean Character, is the Militia of /re/and, being formerly 
at leaſt Twenty Five - Thouſand Men, and tho' they 
cannot make ſo many now, this War having deſtroy'd a 
great many Proteſtants, yet whoever ſerve now: upon that 
account, are all well Armed and Experienced Active Men, 


which . being all known to France, they will 
ſcarce all upon ſuch uncertainties (ſuppoſe they 


uere really at leiſure to do it,) as an Invaſion upon any of 
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their Majzſtizs Dominions muſt needs prove. 

It may alſo be remembred, that the Spanyards in the 
Year 1588, had not only a great mind to /relavd, but with 
a poweriul Army endeavoured alſo to Invade Egan; in 
which Attempt, their loſs was ſo conſiderable, that they have 
not as yct recover dit: And the diſappointment that the 
French King met withall the very laſt Year,in ſuch another 
undertaking, gives us more than ordinary hopes, that thro' 
God's Bleſling, it will always ſo be done to the Enemies of 
Enzland, FINTS. 
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
